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Although the following consists of a series of letters between 
Richard Ogden, a FLYING SAUCERS reader who took it upon 
himself to query Mr. Giannini, author of the mysterious book 
'^World's Beyond The Poles'', and Mr. Giannini, we present it 
as an article, in which the editor intersperses his own com¬ 
ments. Undoubtedly this will lead to still further action on

The question being placed before

whether or not Admiral Byrd 
actually flew over the North Pole in 
February, 1947, and whether or not 
he “penetrated 1700 miles beyond it” 
into an unknown land area which 
does not exist on present-day maps.

Was it essential that Byrd wait for 
the “Philippine Sea" to arrive at Quon¬ 
set? Could he not ^have flown to the 
Arctic base on Febr. 22nd? 

And when did we desire that the Sovi¬ 
et be informed of our Arctic moves? Ob¬ 
serve the above reference of Febr. 25th. 

Whatever may be discovered, this au¬ 
thor is pleased that Mr. Palmer has some¬ 
thing to play with.

Mr. Giannini asks: “Was it essential 
that Byrd wait for the Philippine Sea to 
arrive at Quonset?

fuses comment. There appears to be 
, nothing ruling out the possibility of a 
secret flight by Admiral Byrd after Feb¬ 
ruary 22nd 1,700 miles beyond the North 
Pole. Newspaper accounts show mighty 
strange things were going on in the 
Arctic. 

Mr. Giannini speculates that Admiral 
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Byrd left the Antarctic on February 22nd 
and made a secret flight to the Arctic. 
According to THE NEW YORK TIMES 
of April 15, 1947 Admiral Byrd arrived 
in Washington on April 14th aboard the 
Mount Olympus, flagship from the Ant¬ 
arctic and docked at the Washington 
Navy Yard. Therefore, it doesn’t seem 
possible that Byrd made a secret flight 
to the North Pole; yet the fact remains 
that Admiral Burke, chief of Naval Op¬ 
erations, refused to answer my letter of 
April 13th asking him if Byrd made that 
secret flight. If he didn’t, why didn’t the 
Navy answer. In view of this I don’t 
think Giannini can be dismissed. Navy 
appears to be covering up for some sort 
of military secret or my letter would have 
been answered. What that secret is I 
don’t know. But I do know one thing: 
The Admiral is (censored-Ed.) for not 
answering that letter. So don’t tell your 
readers that. I dismiss your saucer the¬ 
ory. I can’t disprove it any more than 
anyone can disprove Giannini. The whole 
thing is a bottomless mystery, thanks to 
the Navy. 

I have a letter dated May 16, 1960 from 
Major Lawrence J. Tacker, USAF, Public 
Ipformation Division, Office of Informa¬ 
tion, regarding your saucer theory.

Supplementing the hurried reply of 
July 27th, please be informed as follows: 
This author was extended courtesy, by 
the New York office of U.S. Naval Re¬ 
search, to transmit a radio message of 
godspeed to Rear Adm. Richard Evelyn 
Byrd, U.S.N., at his Arctic base in Feb- 
ruary, 1947. 

At that time, the late Rear Admiral 
Byrd announced through the press, "I’d 
like to see land beyond the pole; that 
area beyond the Pole is the center of 


the great unknown.'^ Subsequently Ad- 
mii'al Byrd, and a naval task force, ex¬ 
ecuted a seven hour flight, of 1700 miles, 
over land extending beyond the theorized 
North Pole "end” of the Earth. 

In January, 1947, and prior to the 
flight, this author was enabled to sell 
a series of newspaper features to an in¬ 
ternational feature syndicate only be¬ 
cause of this anthor^s assurance to the 
syndicate director that Byrd would in 
fact go beyond the imaginary North 
Pole point. 

As a result of this author’s prior 
knowledge of the then commonly un¬ 
known land extending beyond both pole 
points, and after the syndicated features 
had been released in the press, this au¬ 
thor was widely investigated by the Of¬ 
fice of U. S. Naval Intelligence. That 
Intelligence investigation stemmed from 
the fact of Byrd’s definite confirmation 
of this author’s revolutionizing disclosures. 
(The book records that feature of inves¬ 
tigation.) 

Later, March, 1958, this author deliv¬ 
ered a radio address in Missouri, ex¬ 
pressing the import of land discovered 
beyond the imaginary North Pole and 
South Pole points of archaic theory.

1956, the U.S. Chief of Naval Operations, 
Admiral Arleigh A. Burke, U.S.N., per¬ 
sonally directed this author's basic trea¬ 
tise for adequate study by The Technical 
Assistant fov Polar Projects in the Office 
of the Deputy Chief of Naval Opera¬ 
tions for Fleet Operations and Readiness, 
at The Pentagon. (The Admiral’s letter 
to this author is at hand; and photostatic 
copy may be had.) 

Simultaneously, request for this au¬ 
thor’s basic treatise was received from 
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diplomatic agencies of all other nations 
holding land bases beyond the South 
Pole point—the assumptive “end” of the 
Earth, south—. 

Now, during the past three months, 
this author was invited to luncheon by 
a member of the late Rear Admiral Byrd^s 
family. And that gentleman, who had 
read WORLDS BEYOND THE POLES, 
observed: “Your book has changed the 
Byrd family's outlook concerning Admiral 
Byrd-'s accomplishments and elevated their 
personal esteem for him.” 

Significantly, it was not until then 
that this author was afforded realization 
of the Byrd family's previous ridicule of 
Admiral Byrd's honest appraisal of land 
he discovered extending beyond and out 
of hounds of the Copernican Theory's as¬ 
sumed Earth “ends,” both north and 
south.

This author's studied conclu¬ 
sion is, don't wait for them to do so. 

Ogden, in all seriousness, this author 
commits the following to you and to Ray 
Palmer: You abide on the west coast 
where it should be possible to develop 
film industry interest in a cinema dram¬ 
atization of WORLDS BEYOND THE 
POLES. Your reward, and Palmer's re¬ 
ward, for any material contribution mak¬ 
ing for such development would be most 
magnificent, indeed. And, since you claim 
that you do like facts, you may be as¬ 
sured that such widespread dissemination 
of book features would at long last bring 
out all the facts.

Before we make pertinent com¬ 
ments on Mr. GianninPs letter, we 
wish to assure him we are not 
“playing,” nor are we trying to up¬ 
lift our reader audience (although 
what editor doesn’t welcome new 
readers!). We are personally vitally 
interested in the truth, and if Mr.

field for civilian inquiring. As a 
civilian, we reserve the right to 
chase “phantoms,” if phantoms 
they be! 

Now, concerning Giannini. All we 
know to date is that Byrd cpULD_ 
have made a North Pole flight in 
February, 1947. Giannini is 100% 
right there. It does not mean that 
he did, however. 

Aside to Mr. Ogden: If Major 
Packer says the Air Force has no 
knowledge of an Oasis near the South 
Pole, we refer him to the “Bunger

Oasis’ and suggest that as Chief of 
the Public Information Division, Of¬ 
fice of Information, he acquaint 
himself sufficiently to perform the 
duties of his office. If he is truly so 
lacking in information, we suggest 
to his superiors that he might be 
profitably replaced by a more in¬ 
formed man. His salary definitely 
comes under the heading of “gov¬ 
ernmental waste”. As for my 
“switching around from North Pole 
to South Pole,” we’re not—we’re 
concerned with both, but we’re 
hanged if we know which is which 
in our information, particularly in 
the case of Giannini. Until we have 
it straightened out, there is bound 
to be a lot of confusion, even in this 


editor’s mind! How else can we 
straighten it out if we don’t present 
all the pros and cons? 

Mr. Giannini: if the New York 
office of U. S. Naval Research ex¬ 
tended you the courtesy of trans-^ 
mitting a radio message of God¬ 
speed to Byrd at his Arctic base in 
February, 1947, and that message 
was transmitted, can you condemn 
us for suggesting that perhaps you 
have the documentary evidence to 
support this? If you have, there is 
no question as to a Byrd North Pole 
flight in February, 1947. 

How could you assure the “syndi¬ 
cate director” that Byrd would 
actually fly over the North Pole be¬ 
yond that imaginary point without 
actual documents? May we have 
such evidence.? 

Your basic treatise, directed by 
Admiral Burke to the Technical As¬ 
sistant for Polar Projects could not 
have been done without docuinen- 
tary action. Do you have such docu¬ 
ments? You say you do, and even if 
so, why would it be evidence of the 
truth of your treatise? In that re¬ 
spect we refer to the long list of 
people who “did not talk to them¬ 
selves” when informed of your 

theory. In your book, on page 30, you 
tell of a meeting with William 
Cardinal O’Connell wherein you 
outlined your theory to him. His 
comment was: “If it is so, the world 
will know of it.” So far as we know, 
the reactions of each one of those 
persons you list who gave you 
“commendable expressions” was 
precisely on the order of the O’Con¬ 
nell comment. This editor submits 
that this is the polite comment, ex¬ 
pressing nothing positive, but pos¬ 
sibly even concealing a quite nega¬ 
tive reaction. O’Connell is not at all 
convinced. He says “if it is so,” it 
will all come out in the wash. In ef¬ 
fect, he is saying “but you haven’t 
proved it to be so at all!” He’s just 
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being polite to another of those 
visitors we all have who take up 
our time with matters we're really 
not interested in, or in which we 
do not concur in the least. Rather 
than bruskly saying “I don’t believe 


it is so,” or worse, “bunk!”, we say 
something polite. 

If an author (you, as example) 
send copies of your treatise to a 
hundred prominent people, you 
should get a hundred polite expres¬ 
sions, none of them condemning the 
■treatise. To say that they are “evi¬ 
dence” for the acceptance of the 
theory is wishful thinking. We 
wonder how many publishers said 
to you: “Your book is extremely in¬ 
teresting, but not quite in our line,” 
That is probably why you had to 
spend $3,000.00 to get it printed 
yourself. Not that a publisher's 
opinion not to publish means a 
thing, mind you! Many publishers 
have turned down truly great books, 
to their chagrin later on. But like¬ 
wise, their polite comment does not 
constitute an endorsement. 

Requests from diplomatic agen¬ 
cies of all other nations holding 
land bases “beyond the South Pole 
point” is certainly evidential! We 
would appreciate such documentary 
evidence, and offer you our pages to 
present it to back up your book! You 
should have used it in your book — 
or is it all “confidential” and you 
are instructed not to reveal the fact 
that the request has been made? 
But you say to us that all the other 
nations requested it, so the secret is 
out. Best let us back it up with the 
document itself. 

As for you being “subsidized by 
any agency, scientific or otherwise,” 
we are going to take the opportun¬ 
ity to enlarge upon our own thought 
in this respect. If you mean anybody 
described as a private citizen or 
group of citizens, or a private 


scientific or business firm has not 
subsidized you, we have no argu¬ 
ment. We accept your word. The 
“otherwise” bothers us. If the 
“otherwise” was a goverhmental 
agency whose purpose was con¬ 
fusion and cover up of the flying 
saucer story, then of course the 
“otherwise” becomes meaningless, 
because such subsidy would auto¬ 
matically also carry with it the 
connotation of deceit — you could 
not be subsidized by such an agency, 
and at the same time admit it! So, 
the “otherwise” is extraneous to 
your assertion, and should properly 
have been left out. Major Tacker, as 
an example, would have left it out. 
His training would have dictated it. 

To close our comment, let’s sug¬ 
gest to our readers that in this edi¬ 
tor's mind, it is quite possible that 
not only is Giannini “subsidized,” 
but also Mr. Ogden. Presumably Mr. 
Ogden is a reader of FLYING SAU¬ 
CERS who is enormously interested 
in flying saucers, and determined to 
furnish us with every bit of evidence 
he can. We appreciate that, and it 
makes no difference to us if he is 
“subsidized” or not. Either way, his 
help is valuable. As O'Connell put it 
to you: “If it is so . . .” it will come 
out in the end, and your editor is a 
patient man. 

Mr. Ogden, don’t go off into the 
wild blue yonder because of the 
foregoing — I am merely stating a 
possibility. In the sort of investiga¬ 
tion your editor is engaged in, the 
scope of “possibilities” must always 
be included in all thinking. For ex¬ 
ample, I would probably not be in 
flying saucer research today at all, 
except for a “possibility”; a “beauty 
parlor operator”' whose unlisted 
phone number could be discovered 
by asking for it at Marine Intel¬ 
ligence at the Federal Building!

Fawcett^s “SAUCERIANA COL¬ 
LECTION,” consisting of clippings, 
books, photographs, scrapbooks, and 
magazine articles has recently been 
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accepted by the National Air Muse¬ 
um of the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington, D. C. for “public ex¬ 
hibit" in 1961. Fawcett is a member 
of the Aerial Phenomena Research 
Organization in Alamogordo, New 
Mexico; the National Investigations 
Committee On Aerial Phenomena in 
Washington, D. C. and the Aerial 
Phenomena Research Committee in 
Seattle, Washington State. So much 
for that, now here’s the story . . 

In September 1947, the Air Force 
concluded that the flying saucers 
were real In 1948 a top secret Air 
Force conclusion was that these 
■‘Unidentified Flying Objects" (Air 
Force name for “flying saucers”) 
were spaceships. In 1950 Air Force 
Intelligence analysis showed that 
these UFOs demonstrated “controll¬ 
ed maneuvers." In 1953 however a 
secret Pentagon scientists' panel 
urged more proof, asking the Air 
Force to Quadruple its UFO proj¬ 
ect and to give the American people 
all UFO information, including the 
Air Forces startling conclusions. 
Since that date through official cen¬ 
sorship, ridicule and misinformation 
the public has constantly been told 
that the “flying saucers” do not ex¬ 
ist, despite the continued radar and 
visual sightings by qualified observ- 
iU's. UFO movies and photographic 
evidence, jet pursuits and the recov¬ 
ery of “fallen fragments.” 

But now the SITUATION has 
(‘banged, for on December 24, 1959 
ill an TIG AF Brief issued by the 
Inspector General to Operations and 
Training Commands the UFO's are 
celled “SERIOUS BUSINESS' after 
almost 12 years of telling the public 
l epeatedly that there were no such 
things as flying saucers. The press 
and news media for the most part 
have mirrored the publicly expressed 
opinions of the Air Force, over the 
same period, but now were quick to 
see the “sudden change” in the Air 
Force policy. On Capitol Hill manv 


Senators and Congressmen were be¬ 
ginning to ask for “open hearings” 
on the subject. Armed Forces Cen¬ 
sorship Regulations JANAP 146-B, 
CIRVIS REPORTS, and AFR 200-2, 
which carry heavy penalties for ser¬ 
vicemen reporting UFOs to the Gen¬ 
eral Public, were keeping the mili¬ 
tary mum on the subject, at least 
until they were discharged or re¬ 
tired from active duty. 

In the meantime the C.I.A. car¬ 
ried on its censorship of the strange 
flying objects for the Air Force The 
■ F.B.I.. the Armed Services, the Ci¬ 
vilian Defense Directors, the Moon- 
watch Teams and the Ground Ob¬ 
servers Corp have all been asked to 
relay U.F.O. sightings to the Air 
Force for urgent action. 

In JANAP i46-B issued on March, 
1954 it was interesting to note that 
Unidentified Flying Objects were 
listed among aircraft, missiles, sub¬ 
marines, and surface vessels and 
should be reported if engaged in 
suspicious activity or observed in 
any unusual location or course. 

These many strange “whatniks” 
were in the skies long before the 
“Sputniks and Explorers” of today. 
And long before the Russians. Can¬ 
adians, Norwegian, French and 
American began to develop circular 
craft using a new “air cusluon" 
principle, the “flying saucers” had 
a 1 r e a dy demonstrated the super or 
speeds and maneuvers over any 
man-made aircraft or missiles of 
this earth. The true “flying sail¬ 
ers” I decided in 1952 were real, 
ageless, worldwide, appearing in 
periodic cycles of time, with hun¬ 
dreds of landings recorded in history 
and having an outer-space origin.

Both radar 
screens and professional and ama¬ 
teur astronomers around the globe 
have reported picking them up on 
the screens and observing them 
with telescopes. Some of them, nei¬ 
ther the Americans nor the Russians 
are willing to admit belongs to 
either of them. Right away this re¬ 
called to my mind a statement by 
General Douglas McArthur in. 1955, 
that “the nations of the world would 
have to unite against attack by 
people from other planets. For the 
next war will be an interplanetary 
one!” 

Without further delay, here is the 


up-to-date stary of the HOSTILE 
FLYING SAUCERS! 

1944 - Army Pilot Charles F. Lane 
reported that his plane motors stop¬ 
ped and the instruments froze when 
he was approached by one UFO over 
the Himalaya Mountains in India. 

August 28, 1945 - Passenger Leon¬ 
ard J. Stringfield reported that his 
C-46 developed engine trouble when 
approached by three luminous blobs 
of light near Iwo Jima. 

December 5,1945 - Five TBM Aven¬ 
ger Bombers and One PBM Martin 
Mariner with a total of 27 men dis¬ 
appeared without a single trace dur¬ 
ing a training mission, in good 
weather and with good radio con¬ 
tact. UFOs were being reported by 
the news during that period of time, 
near Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 

June 21,1947 - Lt. Frank M. Brown 
and Captain William Davidson of 
Air Force Intelligence died when 
their plane crashed near Tacoma, 
Washington State. Their mission: 
bringing back UFO fragments that 
crashed to earth at Tacoma. 

July 23, 1947 -Pilot John H. Jan- 
seen reported that his plane motors 
conked off, but his plane remained 
suspended in the air, during a close 
approach of 2 UFOs over Morris¬ 
town, New Jersey. Janseen reported 
an electric-like pricking sensation 
during his hair raising experience. 

September, 1947 - ATIC conclusion 
that the flying saucers were real. 

January 7, 1948 - Captain Thomas 
F. Mantell, Jr. killed while chasing 
a “flying disk” over Godman Air 
Force base in Kentucky. His F-51 
fighter plane's wreckage was found 
scattered over a wide area. 

July, 1948-Captain C. S. Chiles 
and Co-Captain John B. Whitted re¬ 
ported that a cigar-shaped UFO al¬ 
most collided with their Eastern 
Airlines DC-3, that it rocked their 
plane over Montgomery, Alabama. 

1948-A top secret ATIC conclu¬ 
sion that the UFOs were spaceships. 
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October 12, 1949 - “Captured Sau¬ 
cers” first reported in New Mexico. 

December, 1949 -Air Force Jets 
Fired on UFO over New Jersey. 

December 30, 1949 - Major Jere¬ 
miah Boggs, Air Force Intelligence 
said that some pilots had fired at 
UFOs to bring them down for closer 
examination. 

^arch 9, 1950 - “Flying Disk” Re- 
[jorted to Have Landed at Mexico 
City, Mexico. 

April 10, 1950 - At Amarillo. Tex¬ 
as, David Lightfood, 12, reported 
that he had touched a landed “fly¬ 
ing saucer,” but that the object re¬ 
leased a gas or spray of something 
when it took off, which turned his 
arms and face bright red, causing 
welts. A younger boy confirmed his 
story. 

April 20, 1950 - At Lufkin, Texas- 
Pharmacist Jack Robertson report¬ 
ed that a globe-like UFO, which 
emitted a red glow hovered above 
his car about 20 feet, then made a 
“whoosing sound” and threw off 
sparks that burned his face. 

1950-Pilot Chet Swital reported 
that his plane and another plane 
were circled by UFOs, which para¬ 
lyzed the plane motors and instru¬ 
ments over the Muroc Air Force 
Base in California and a New Mex¬ 
ico Air Force Base. 

1950-An Air Force Intelligence 
Analsysis Showing “Controlled UFO 
Maneuvers.” That the “Flying Sau¬ 
cers” Were Real and Spaceships. 

July, 1952 - In Atlanta, Georgia,— 
Pilot Fred Reagan’s Piper Cub Plane 
Collided with Bright. Dazzling Loz¬ 
enge Shaped UFO. Reagan died in 
May, 1953 because of a degenera¬ 
tion of brain tissue due to extreme 
atomic radiation, for which author¬ 
ities there were unable to offer an 
explanation. 

July 24-25, 1952 - An Italian named 
Carlos, was fired at by hovering 
UFO, which used some sort of green 
ray near the Sercho River in Ttalv. 


July 26, 1952 - The U.S. Air Force 
Issued a “Shoot ’Em Down” Order to 
Pilots Encountering UFOs. This was 
mentioned in AF press release. 

1952 - An Air Force F-86 Jet Pilot 
Opened Fire At a Hovering UFO in 
Ohio. 

1952 - In Dublin, Ireland a 10 inch 
“red hot” disk landed and burned a 
child there. 

August 19, 1952 - At West Palm 
Beach, Florida a Scoutmaster named 
J. D. “Sonny” Desvergers reported 
his encounter with a hovering UFO, 
which shot a “Ball of Fire” at him, 
burning his arms, face and head 
and rendering him unconscious. 
Charred roots indicated possible 
electric induction. 

September 13, 1952 - At Sutton, 
West Virginia, Mrs. Kathleen May, 
a National Guardsman and 5 other 
boys were investigating a landed 
globe-like UFO object on a hillside. 
All of the witnesses were repelled 
from the hilltop by a noxious sick¬ 
ening odor of the landed object. 
They all suffered choking spasms 
and vomiting, because of their inci¬ 
dent. 

September 13 '952 - At Frame- 
town, West Virginia Mr. and Mrs. 
George Snitowsky and baby were 
gassed and felt electric-like shock 
after their car stopped near a soft, 
violent hue colored landed UFO. 
This happened on the same night 
of the Sutton Incident at a spot not 
far from the same location. 

September 14,19,52 - At Belle Glade, 
Florida employee Gloyd Brown 
of the Everglade.s Experiment Sta¬ 
tion noticed his eyes and nostrils 
began to smart and burn, after a 
circling UFO passed several times 
over the station. It smelled like an 
acid, ammonia-like odor. The cows 
were badly frightened by the inci¬ 
dent, and there was a 33% reduction 
of milk production on the following 
morning. 

September 22, 1952 - At Center- 
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ville, Virginia Mrs, E. L, Hazelwood 
reported that she watched several 
brightly illuminated UFOs and be¬ 
came ill for several days, because 
of the odor given off by the strange 
objects. 

October 23, 1955 - At Indianapolis, 
Indiana farmer John Hobner was 
forced by a blinding bluish-white 
lighted UFO in a nearby field close 
to the highway to crash his car 
into a tree. Hobner suffered minor 
inurijes. 

December 4, 1952 - At Laredo AFB 
in Texas a Lt. in the Air Force re¬ 
ported a near collision with his F-51 
and a strange flying blue-lighted 
UFO. The pilot turned off his plane 
lights in order to avoid further 
pursuit by the UFO, and frightened 
he made a hasty landing. 

January 29, 1953 - Merchant Lloyd 

C. Booth near Conway, South Caro¬ 
lina reported that he shot at a fly¬ 
ing egg-shaped UFO that hovered 
over his farm for 45 minutes. The 
bullet bounced back with a metallic 
thud and the next morning 20 of 
his livestock were found dead on 
his farm from “unknown causes.” 

January, 1953 - A Secret Report by 
a Scientists' Panel at the Pentagon, 
which urged (1) that the AF quad¬ 
ruple its UFO investigation project, 
and (2) that they give the American 
people all UFO information, includ- 
the AF conclusions. This in 1960 has 
yet to be done!! 

October 19, 1953 - Near Philadel¬ 
phia, Pennsylvania-A National Air¬ 
lines DC-6 Pilot put his plane into 
a dive to avoid being rammed by a 
shiny disc-shaped UFO. Passengers 
were hospitalized. 

October, 1953 - Near Washington, 

D. C.—Captain J. L. Kidd put his 
American Airlines DC-6 passenger 
ship into a dive to avoid collision 
with a lighted UFO. Passengers were 
thrown into the aisles by the unex¬ 
pected maneuver. 

November 23, 1953 - Kinross Air 


Force Base, Michigan—Pilot Lt. Fe¬ 
lix Moncla, Jr. and Radar Office Lt. 
R. R. Wilson and their F-89 plane 
was being tracked on radar when it 
merged on the screen with another 
UFO, 70 miles off Keweenaw Point. 
The plane and its pilots never re¬ 
turned from the mission and up to 
this date, no trace has been found 
of either. 

January-March, 1954 - Over the 
Tyrrhenian Sea, Near Malta and in 
the Mediterranean Sea area Pour 
RAF Planes and Pilots Disappeared. 
Wreckage of One Was Found, Which 
Indicated Explosion Was Followed 
by Fire and Intense F'^at. Flying 
saucer-and cigar-shaped UFOs were 
being reported in large numbers at 
that time in Italy, France. England, 
New Zealand and the United States. 

January 4, 1954 - At Marigname 
Airport in France Fragments Were 
Left by a reported cigar-shaped UFO 
with windows, which landed on the 
airport runway. 

1954 - On Heligoland Island, off 
Germany, Scientists Were Reported 
Investigating a UFO which crushed 
to the earth there. 

April 20, 1954 - A Part of a Hover¬ 
ing UFO that Fell Upon a Farm¬ 
house, Was reported under close in¬ 
vestigation. 

May, 1954 - A F-94 Jet Fighter 
Pursued a UFO above Utica, New 
York. As the gleaming pulsating ob¬ 
ject moved towards the F-94 a mys¬ 
terious blast of heat filled his cock¬ 
pit. Unable to breathe and feeling 
the plane about to m.elt the pilot 
and radar officer bailed out. The 
jet itself plunged into the town of 
Walesville, New York and killed 4 
persons. 

August, 1954 - Australian Sheep 
Grower W. C. Hall saw six petrol- 
tank shaped UFOs land on his ranch 
in North Queensland, Australia. His 
chickens, cattle and even the jack 
rabbits on his farm were affected 
by an oddly colored exhaust fumes 
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of the UFOs, which he believed 
brought about a change in the genes 
of animal life on his ranch, due to 
Atomic Radiation, as various freaks 
were born afterwards. 

August 27, 1954 - At Woodside, 
California fragments from a hover¬ 
ing UFO landed on the open high¬ 
way. Now under investigation by 
authorities. 

October 5, 1954 - Beaumont, near 
Paris, France—As a Luminous UFO 
approached to within 150 yards of 
eyewitnesses they reported that they 
felt a strange sensation “as if nailed 
to the ground.” In addition to the 
temporary paralysis, the witnesses 
noticed the UFO gave off a pe¬ 
culiar smell. 

October 21, 1954 - A silvery UFO 
object hovered above the Rubber 
Plant near Pozzuoli, Italy. As it 
rose vertically with a piercing whis¬ 
tle the observers noticed that a Pe¬ 
kinese dog, watching the UFO barked 
and fell dead. 

October 28, 1954 - Near Monza, 
Italy—A large group of townspeople 
Vatched a “silvery disc-shaped UFO 
land on a sports field. Several hun¬ 
dred witnessed the event. For sev¬ 
eral days after the object landed 
and took off, many of the popula¬ 
tion of eyewitnesses still had red 
eyes as after effects of the blinding 
light. 

April 8, 1955 - Air Force Jets fired 
at a UFO circling a balloon, but 
destroyed the balloon and missed 
the UFO, over Rockfield, Illinois. 
This was a story about the fish, er 
I mean, the “saucer” that got away. 

August 6, 1955 - Cincinnati, Ohio 
—Witness, Not Wanting Name Re¬ 
vealed Reported he saw an oval¬ 
shaped UFO resting near his drive¬ 
way. While watching the pulsating 
of the object, his eyes suffered se¬ 
vere irritation and he had to con¬ 
sult the doctor for relief. 

1955 - Government Investigators 
Announced that they had fonpd an 


Increase in Background Radiation 
in the Skies After TJFt> Sightings had 
been reported iv the vicinity. 

August 2, 1956 - Amarillo, Texas— 
Pilot J. G. Kirby photographed a 
UFO with a long exhaust trail of 
some sort near it. Hensley Air Force 
Base Offibers told Kirby that the 
Glow Was Caused by Radiation Va¬ 
por. He was instructed to keep silent 
abofAt his photograph and his sight¬ 
ing by the Air Force, which he did 
for over a year, before breaking se¬ 
crecy. 

1956 - Above the Atlantic Ocean, 
Of Gander, Newfoundland—A Navy 
R7V-2 Transport, a Four Engine Su¬ 
per Constellation Had to Dive to 
Avoid a Collision Course with a 
giant disc-shaped UFO “Like Gi¬ 
gantic Dish On Top of Another,” 
which appeared to be approximately 
350 and 400 Feet in Diameter, with 
Lighted Edges. Confirmed by Ground 
Radar. 

September, 1956 - At Great Falls, 
Montana the Air Force Base sent 
3 jets to investigate hovering UFO 
over Missoula, Montana. As they ap¬ 
proached the strange flying object, 
their plane instruments went crazy 
(magnetic field?) and became use¬ 
less. One jet went into a dive for 
15,000 feet. The nose and wing of 
his plane were slightly damaged. 

October ,2, 1956 - Nightwatchman 
Harry J. Sturdevant of the Hebeert 
Elkins Construction Firm of Tren¬ 
ton, New Jersey reported while on 
duty he saw a red-lighted cigar 
shaped UFO near the Delaware Riv¬ 
er. The smell of the object made him 
nauseated and he couldn't swallow. 
He collapsed in pain, but managed 
to crawl to his parked car. Six weeks 
later his sense of taste and touch 
were impaired and he had only been 
able to work a few days. Leonard B. 
Willits, a New Jersey State Work¬ 
men’s Compensation referee award¬ 
ed Medical Compensation to the 
nightwatchman, who had encoun-

tered a UFO, which made him ill 
and affected his senses of smell, 
taste, and touch, 

March 10, 1957 - Near Puerto 
Rico Captain Matthew A. Van Win¬ 
kle of Pan American Airlines was 
forced off his course by a “green 
circular object UFO,” which was 
witnessed by other pilots in the 
vicinity also. Due to his sudden 
maneuver, some of the plane pas¬ 
sengers were hospitalized. 

July 17, 1957 - An American Air¬ 
lines DC-6 Aircoach had to swerve 
to avoid collision with a UFO at 
Salt Flats, Texas. Some of its pas¬ 
sengers were hospitalized, among 
the 85 on board the ship. 

July 24, 1957 - Near Amarillo, Tex¬ 
as - a TWA Constellation Airliner 
had to dive to avoid collision with 
a moving UFO and some of its pas¬ 
sengers were treated for injuries. 

July 28, 1957 - At Knoxville, Ten- 
nesee an American Airlines plane 
was struck by a “Ball of Fire UFO,” 
which knocked a small puncture in 
the tail of the plane. 

August 14, 1957 - At Joinvllle, 
Brazil—Commander Jorge Campos 
Araujo of a VARIG Airlines C-47, 
the Cargo Ship PP-UCC reported 
that the* engines of the Airliner be¬ 
gan acting up, coughing and miss¬ 
ing and that all the cabin lights 
dimmed and also went dead after 
the near approach of a strange lu¬ 
minous UFO, which had a dome on 
the top of it. 

August 21, 1957 Parana City, Ar¬ 
gentina—Fragments from a UFO 
landed on the ground. 

September 7, 1957 - Near Ubatuba, 
Brazil (located in Sao Paulo State) 
—Exploding UFO showers fragments 
to the beach, witnessed by many. 

November 4, 1957 - At Orogrande, 
New Mexico—Many car motors stop¬ 
ped and headlights went out when 
“Luminous Egg-shaped UFO” hov¬ 
ered above the highway. Rocket En¬ 
gineer James Stokes received burns 


on his face from the object that 
gave off a heat wave and created 
electrical interference with the so- 
called “hallucinated machines” on 
the ground. 

November 4, 1957 - Brazilian Fort¬ 
ress, Itaipu, near Santos, Brazil— 
This incident tells of a Luminous 
Orange UFO with a humming sound 
and a wave of heat that overcame 
two sentinels on duty, rendering 
them unconscious and burning them 
on various places of the body. The 
UFO caused lights all over the fort¬ 
ress to collapse. Turrets, heavy can¬ 
nons, and elevator electric systems 
also collapsed. Intercommunications 
were disrupted and alarms on elec¬ 
tric clocks began to ring without 
reason. 

November 4, 1957 - At Ararangua, 
Santa Catarina, Brazil-Captain De 
Beyssac of VARIG Airlines reported 
as he closed in on a large hovering 
red UFO, that his ADF, his right 
generator, and his transmitter re¬ 
ceiver all burned out at the same^ 
time. 

November 6, 1957 - Near Merom, 
Indiana—Ironworker Rene Gilham 
saw a brightly luminous hovering 
UFO and suffered burns on his face 
and eyes. 

November 6, 1957 - Near Mont- 
ville, Ohio—Plasterer Olden Moore 
saw a hovering circular UFO and 
heard a “whirring sound” as an ob¬ 
ject landed in the field 500 feet away. 
A Geiger Counter later showed a 
deadly radio-activity level existed 
after the sighting in the area. 

November 8, 1957 - Pacific Ocean 
—The Panamerican Stratocruiser 
“Romance of the Skies” crashed in 
the Pacific Ocean. UFOs had been 
reported in the vicinity. 

November 9, 1957 - In Hillsbor¬ 
ough, California—Fragments from a 
UFO landed, now under investiga¬ 
tion. 

November 10, 1957 - In Madison, 
Oli-G Kuiisewife Mrs. Leita Kuhn 
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saw an acorn-shaped UFO above her 
garage. She noticed that she had 
to keep covering her face in order 
to view the strange object. As a re¬ 
sult of the incident, she suffered 
body rash, failing of vision and 
burns on her arms and legs, similar 
to “Radiation Burns” noted her 
doctor. 

November 13, 1957 - Crownsville, 
Maryland—A strange metallic UFO 
exploded over the area and left 
fragments on the ground, which are 
under investigation by the Air 
Force. 

December 7. 1957 - Dallas, Texas— 
—A man there is reported dying 
from “Radioactive Burns” received 
by a close approach of a luminous 
UFO. 

December 15, 1957 - Langdon, 

North Dakota—UFO fragments found 
on the ground, now under investiga¬ 
tion by the Air Force. 

February 17, 1958 - Santa Fe, New 
Mexico—Mrs. Leroy Evans and Mrs. 
Fred McIntosh each suffered burns 
while watching a hovering UFO near 
near the ground. 

May 5, 1958 - Near Montevideo, 
Uruguay—Pilot Alejo Rodriguez fly¬ 
ing in his Piper Aircraft reported 
-a bright silvery UFO, metallic top¬ 
shaped object, with a slight vapor 
trail which hovered over Uruguay 
and created such intense heat that 
he was forced to open the windows 

and the plane door and remove his 
jacket. 

October 26, 1958 - Above the Lock 
Raven Reservoir, Near Baltimore, 
Maryland Mr. Philip Small and Mr. 
Alvin Cohen watched a hovering lu¬ 
minous egg-shaped UFO, felt a 
wave of heat, heard an explosion as 
the object left the area and suffered 
burns from their encounter. Noted 
electrical interference with car 
lights and motor. 

December 10, 1958 - Rio Negro, 
Uruguay—Persons watched a lumin¬ 
ous egg-shaped UFO, felt heat com¬ 


ing from the object and found frag¬ 
ments which fell to the ground dur¬ 
ing the incident. 

December 16, 1958 - Tampa Bay, 
Florida— A B-47 Stratojet crashed 
and exploded, UFO*s reported seen 
in the vicinity. 

December 21, 1958 - Juyjuy, Ar¬ 
gentina—UFO fragments land, un¬ 
der investigation. 

1958 - Pacific Ocean—An Air Force 
pilot indicated that his plane was 
“shot at” in a UFO encounter, and 
crew opinions that the strange 
“bursts” or explosions near the 
transport were linked with previous 
disappearances of AF planes in this 
Pacific area. More on this case later! 

February 22, 1959 - Utah—PFC 
Bernard G. Irwin of Ft. Bliss, Tex¬ 
as reported the sighting of a “Ball 
of Light” Circular UFO in the skies. 
The object, whatever it was, rend¬ 
ered him unconscious for 24 hours. 

April 1, 1959 - McChord Air Force 
Base, California—Air Force C-118 
Transport Crashes, 3 Persons Killed, 
UFOs seen in vicinity. 

April, 1959 - Seattle, Washington 
—Air Force Acknowledges a “Fran¬ 
tic Radio Report” that we have hit 
something or something has hit us,” 
which preceded a mysterious crash 
of a C-118. No survivors. Eyewitness¬ 
es on ground reported sighting 3 or 
4 parachute-like glowing UFOs fol¬ 
lowing -the plane prior to its crash. 

September 7, 1959 - Wallingford, 
Kentucky—F ragments Fall to 
Ground From Hovering UFO. Under 
Investigation. 

September 24, 1959 - Redmond, 
Oregon—A UFO with Tentacle-Like 
Projections, Glowing with Red and 
Greenish Colors Moved through 
“Controlled Maneuvers. Reported 
from the Ground observers, picked 
up on Air Force radar for over an 
hour. After the object moved away, 
an active search for the UFO was 
conducted by 7 jet fighters, a B-47 
bomber, and a Tripacer, which later 
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was asked to check the area for 
signs of “RADIOACTIVITY ” 

September 29, 1959 - Texas—-A 
Braniff Airways Turbo-Prop Airlin¬ 
er crashed in Texas, claiming 34 
lives. UFOs were reported in the vi¬ 
cinity. 

October 19, 1959 - Near the “Big 
Marsh,” outside of Poquoson, Vir¬ 
ginia-Two Schoolboys, Mark Muza 
and Harold Moore “shot at” a hov¬ 
ering UFO. The bullet struck a me¬ 
tallic surface and rebounded to the 
ground. 

1959 - A Brazilian Air Force B-26 
Commander asked permission to take 
off without lights on his bomber, 
in order to avoid further pursuit by 
a strange UFO, that had followed 
his plane for almost an hour before 

he reached the Airport. 

December 24, 1959 - In private in¬ 
structions briefing Air Force for Op¬ 
erations and Training Commands, 
Major General Richard E. O’Keefe, 
Acting Inspector General rec uitly 
warned that UFO sightings would 
increase. The TIG brief was head¬ 
ed “UFOs-SERIOUS BUSINESS.” 
The AF he said was chiefly con¬ 
cerned with defense and technical 
aspects of the phenomena. Air Force 
Investigators should use binoculars, 
cameras, Geiger counters, magnify¬ 
ing glasses and containers for any 
“fragments or ground samples^’ re¬ 
covered. This order came, as the 
Air Force was again telling the 
public that the “flying saucers” just 
don’t exist. 

March 2, 1960 - Near Labutten- 
dorf, Austria—Newspaper Man Ed¬ 
gar Schedelbauer of Vienria. Austria 
for newspaper “WIENER MONTAG,” 
suffered “great red spots” on his 
face and hands after his close en¬ 
counter with a milky-white spider¬ 
shaped hovering UFO. It made a 
low humming sound and then a jet¬ 
like roar, as it hovered about 50 
feet above a road. Photographer took 
pictures of the object. Now under 


investigation. 

March 12, 1960 - The AERIAL 
PHENOMENA RESEARCH ORGAN¬ 
IZATION at Alamogordo, New Mex¬ 
ico announced that its organization 
has fragments of an “Extraterrestri¬ 
al Flying Saucer” that fell from ex¬ 
ploding UFO in Brazil in 1957 and 
photographs of an “Extraterrestrial 
Flying Saucer” taken at Trinidade 
Island in 1958 

May, 1960 - The NATIONAL IN¬ 
VESTIGATIONS COMMITTEE ON 
AERIAL PHENOMENA in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. announced that the “UFO.s 
or FLYING SAUCERS” are unknown 
devices, which have been reported 
by scores of reliable observers, are 
intelligently controlled machines 
from outer space.” Vice Admiral R. 
H. Hillenkoet' er, former head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, stated 
that the “unknown objects are op¬ 
erating under intelligent control.” 
He added “1 know that neither 
Russia nor this country has any¬ 
thing even approaching such high 
speeds and maneuvers.” Speaking 
as a NICAP Board Member, Admiral 
Hillenkoetter said it was high time 

the secrecy was end d. 

June, 1990 - The U.S. Air Force 
is currently bii " inve,s igating films 
and movies of “UFOs ar.d FLYING 
SAUCERS” taken over Michigan in 
February, over Austria and Iowa in 
March, over V/isconsin in April and 
over New York in August all of this 
year 1960. They were photographed 
by a newspaper man, a restaurant 
owner, a pilot, a housewife and .in 
astronomer. (A point of informa¬ 
tion.) I have listed over 171 differ¬ 
ent photographs or movies taken 
worldwide since 1905 in my own 
private “SAUCERIANA COLLEC¬ 
TION.” 

September 6, 1960 - Near Hart¬ 
ford, Connecticut—Fragments Fell 

to Ground From Bluish - Green 
Speeding UFO and landed with a 
hissing sound. They are now under 
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Investigation by the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Administration 
in Washington, D.C. 

This article has been printed, in 
hopes that it will be given consider¬ 
ation as an accurate research paper 
into acts of UFO and FLYING SAU¬ 
CER hostility It is far from being 
a complete list, as time does not 
permit me to do a better job. 

It should serve as a warning that 
many of the UFOs are dangerous 
and hostile. So before you go run¬ 
ning to meet those so-called peace¬ 
ful visitors from Venus, should you 
encounter a UFO, you should think 
twice, because they may not be 
peaceful or from Venus! 

1 became interested in these ob¬ 
jects in 1947, witnessed them in 
1951 and 1954, was convinced of 
their reality in 1952, ran into Army 
censorship in Panama in 1955, con¬ 
cluded with their hostility in 1960, 
1961 and the years that lie ahead 
should bring us many other “visitors 
from space,” even as we cross over 
the threshold into visiting space 
ourselves. 

My thanks for information for 
this article, go out to FATE, TRUE, 
and LIFE magazines, the Air Force, 
and IFSB, FSI, CSI, NICAP, and 
APRO; all of which are made up of 
civilian and military researchers and 
investigators. As of late, my thanks 
go to APRG, the Woonsocket, R I. 
YMCA “Project Saucer” Committee, 
and the Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island TWO-STATE UFO STUDY 
GROUP. 

POSTSCRIPT 

I hope that the enclosed items re¬ 
garding UFO hostility will prove to 
be food for thought for those thou¬ 
sands, perhaps millions, who are 
searching for the many answers to 
the riddle of the “flying saucers.” 
I hope that the 90 incidents regard¬ 
ing the dangerous and hostile UFOs 
will help others in preparing a de¬ 
fense against attack by such ob¬ 


jects, and will provide information, 
which will help mankind's efforts 
in achieving space travel for him¬ 
self and for peaceful purposes only: 
to the benefit of mankind. For the 
thousands of other groups and in¬ 
dividuals who made this pamphlet 
possible. I also extend my thanks 
and appreciation. 

Since completing this pamphlet 
the following case has been report¬ 
ed to me. November 6, 1957 (note 
cases for this date alone already 

mentioned) near San Antonio, Tex-

as Civilian Cook Lon Yarborough 
at Lackland Air Force Base reported 
electric interference with his car 
motor and headlights, when ap¬ 
proached by bright egg-shaped UFO, 
which landed on ground. Yarbor¬ 
ough heard a “whistling sound” and 
felt a blast of hot air, but suffered 
no burns.

THEY KNEW TOO MUCH 
ABOUT FLYING SAUCERS 


ou are a common, ordinary pri¬ 
vate at a lonely military gar¬ 
rison. 

You and your buddy walk guard 
duty at the top of the fortifications. 
Everyone else in the fortress is 
asleep—for it is two o'clock in the 
morning on a moonless tropical 
night. 

Quiet and peace reigns on this 
lush coastline of Brazil. It is not a 
time of war, and you relax in this 
beautiful place. When the moon is 
out the ocean is a sea of silver, but 
vow, even though the stars, stretch¬ 
ed in an endless canopy, burn fierce¬ 
ly, there is a darkness which op¬ 
presses the land and makes your 
fortress an isolated island where 
alone there seems to be reality. 

Were it not for your companion, 
there would be only the shooting 
stars for company. 

Suddenly your buddy points at 
one of the stars which has sudden- 
ly burst into attention. It is over the 
Atlantic, and it is moving. Not like 
a meteor, but slower—and deliber¬ 
ately. 

It is something to relieve the 
monotony until your realization 
tells you it is moving on what seems 
to be a deliberate course, in your 
direction. 

Then your interest, now growing 


into concern, is quickened, as you 
determine this is no star at all— 
but some sort of flying object, with 
people or things in it; though you 
don’t know why you feel there are 
people or things in it: it is the feel¬ 
ing you get as the panic of the next 
minutes is somehow previewed 
within you. 

That panic is then directly pre¬ 
saged by the knowledge that the 
thing IS HEADED DIRECTLY TO¬ 
WARD THE FORTRESS! 

It comes over high—too high for 
a plane, for it suddenly halts in 
mid-air. There is a silence, an un¬ 
bearable silen ce of suspense—as 
the thing seems Lo drift, drift down¬ 
ward, slowly and deliberately, clos¬ 
er and closer above you! 

The white glow of its arrival has 
now deadened to a harsh orange 
glow, something like a Hallowe’en 
color. But this is no harmless jack- 
o-lantern. It is a craft of^some sort, 
disk-shaped and big as a Douglas 
bomber. 

You should have alerted the gar¬ 
rison, but you haven’t. Your guns 
hang limply at your sides as both 
of you stare at the thing above you, 
as if mesmerized. 

When the circular object is about 
150 feet above your fortress it again 
halts, and it just hangs there. 
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Nothing else. 

Then the low, dull humming noise, 
changing to a higher pitched whin- 
ing. 

Then hell , . . 

The heat wave reaches you first 
like the gentle touch of a warm 
room, entered from winter. But it 
grows in intensity and quickly en¬ 
gulfs you. It is not ordinary heat, 
but a kind of invisible fire that 
seems to envelop your clothing. It 
is too late to call for help. You go 
stumbling about the narrow area, 
screaming and beating the air 
around you. As you black out your 
last nightmarish memory is of over¬ 
whelming heat Intermixed with 
blind terror . . . 

Hostile Saucers 

The one sentry had collapsed, 
while the other was still running 
and screaming from one side to an¬ 
other. Finally he slid under a heavy 
cannon for shelter. 

When the noise had reached the 
living quarters below, the men 
jumped from their bunks and ran 
toward their battle stations, not 
knowing what was happening above, 
though appropriating to themselves 
some of the terror of the screams. 

Panic soon reigned there too. The 
lights went out; all electrical cir¬ 
cuits were dead. Apparently the 
fortress’ dynamos had stopped func¬ 
tioning. Somebody fumbled for the 
emergency circuits, but they were 
dead too. Among the confusion came 
a nerve-racking jangle—of more 
than a dozen alarm clocks through¬ 
out the place which, though *all set 
for 5:00 A.M., were strangely going 
off at that moment. 

The fortress was conquered by 
panic; whoever the enemy was, the 
men were certainly delivered into 
his hands. 

Then suddenly the lights came 
back on, and the men regained seme 
of their composure. They ran out¬ 
side to contact the enemy, but found 


nothing—ONLY A STRANGE OR¬ 
ANGE LIGHT CLIMBING VERTIC¬ 
ALLY IN THE SKY AT GREAT 
SPEED. 

The one sentinel remained uncon¬ 
scious; the other still crouched un¬ 
der the gun, crying and mumbling, 
as if completely mad. The post doc¬ 
tor rushed to the men. Both were 
badly burned. One suffered from 
what apparently was heat stroke, 
and both had second-degree burns 
over most of their bodies. Hours 
passed before the less afflicted could 
recover from shock and relate the 
terrifying nightmare you have read 
at the beginning. 

Thereafter, as usual, the hush-up. 
This report, tracked down by medi¬ 
cal doctor, Olavo T. Fontes, and giv¬ 
en to the Aerial Phenomena Re¬ 
search Organization (4740 East 
Cooper St., Tucson, Ariz.), is hot 
presented here as a mere horror 
tale, but to explore a very Important 
point made last September by a 
noted saucer researcher. 

“THE FLYING SAUCERS ARE 
HOSTILE!” That is the title of a 
lengthy report prepared by George 
D. Fawcett, based on his more than 
ten years of gathering UFO evidence. 
We don’t quite agree with George’s 
title, which may give a conclusion 
stronger than his evidence justi¬ 
fies; but we want to give him a 
stage where this little-circulated re¬ 
search report can reach the many 
readers of FLYING SAUCERS for 
their consideration. 

The incident above, which took 
place at the Brazilian Army Fort¬ 
ress Itaipu, along the coast of Sao 
Paulo state, near Santos, on Nov. 
4, 1957, is only one of 90 reports 
he lists as involving hostility on the 
part of saucers. 

While other researchers have pub¬ 
lished magazines, Fawcett has de¬ 
voted his time to collecting and or¬ 
ganizing UFO information into use¬ 
ful reference units. We first heard 
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of him when we joined Albert K. 
Bender’s ill-fated organization, The 
International Flying Saucer Bureau, 
back in 1952. At that time Fawcett 
was on Bender’s International Coun¬ 
cil. Since the closing of that^ impor¬ 
tant organization, Fawcett has car¬ 
ried on his research independently, 
as he did even then, though re¬ 
maining constantly in touch with 
the writer. 

For complete details see Fawcett’s 
own article in this issue. (Ed.) 

Were These Accidents? 

It may be unfortunate that Faw¬ 
cett does not editorialize in his re¬ 
ports, and that the reader, as a con¬ 
sequence, may not reach a valid 
conclusion. 

Were these near-misses and occa¬ 
sional injuries the result of delib¬ 
erate attacks by saucers—or were 
they only accidents, ^without bad 
intentions by the saucerians? 

With the superior technology dem¬ 
onstrated in these encounters, the 
saucers surely could have inflicted 
more destruction than actually oc¬ 
curred. Yet, with such a superior 
technology, and the advanced intel¬ 
ligence we tend to connect with 
such, could not the operators of 
such craft have avoided the damag¬ 
ing contacts with terrestrials? 

In the case of the “attack” on 
the fortress, the business of the 
saucer must have been something 
other than agression, else presum¬ 
ably it would have wreaked more 
havoc than it elected to do. Maybe 
that business was simple observa¬ 
tion, with the side effects unknown 
to the saucerians. Or maybe they 
just didn’t care. 

Finally, in going over some of 
Fawcett’s accounts of contact in the

sky, we are led to wonder how many 
reports, involving mysterious plane 
crashes which left no survivors (or 
those which were hushed up) were 
of necessity not available to the 
compiler. Maybe such reports, were 


they available, could shed some 
light on the perplexing question of 
why plane accidents deinitfely occur 
in cycles. 

But what of people on the ground 
who have complained of being vari¬ 
ously frightened, irradiated, sick¬ 
ened, or even burned by saucers? 
Fawcett includes a bundle of these, 
too. 

Keep Looking Up 

Although Fawcett’s reports defin¬ 
itely show that people have been 
injured and killed as a result of 
encounters with UFOs, we don’t be¬ 
lieve that a concrete case for overt 
hostility has been built up. As for 
near-collisions with airliners, our 
own planes have near-misses almost 
daily and sometimes crash into each 
other; though one would like to 
believe the saucer people have bet¬ 
ter radar systems. 

Close ground encounters seem to 
follow a pattern in that these con¬ 
tacts often cause redness of the 
skin, burns and other irritations, 
somewhat like, but not necessarily 
identical to radiation burns. In very 
rare cases have terrestrials com- 
plained of being “rayed” or other¬ 
wise attacked; instead it seems the 
injuries have been caused uninten¬ 
tionally by saucerians who either 
didn’t know or didn’t care whether 
such contacts could be damaging. 

Some points are definitely proved 
by the Fawcett report, however. 
Whether or not inten-tional wea¬ 
pons, certain devices, either carried 
by the UFOs or a part of their pro¬ 
pulsion or communication systems, 
appear to be powerful indeed, and 
far more effective than any weapon 
we have invented. If the saucers 
wished to atta^ck on a large scale, 
there seems to be very little we 
could do about it. 

Just as the existence of saucers 
has been proved by an overwhelming 
number of sightings by reliable ob-

While traveling in different areas 
I have made several experimental 
flying saucer detectors and have 
some good reports of results. One es¬ 
pecially made by Jim Hendrix, 5449, 
Morris Avenue, St. Joseph, Missouri, 
who told me of several sightings as a 
result of the detector sounding off. 
Of most interest to me was his report 
showing the apparent sensitivity of 
the gadget. He tells of his going out¬ 
side at his place of employment and 
scanning the skies. He saw what ap¬ 
peared to be a UFO above a high 
broken overcast. At the same time 
Mrs. Hendrix who was at home sev¬ 
eral miles away, was alerted by the 
detector. 

Whenever I mention this detector 
at my lectures, keen interest is 
shown by flying saucer enthusasts 
and plans are immediately request¬ 
ed. As this simple device seems ef¬ 


fective, I would like to pass it on to 
others. Therefore I am submitting 
the enclosed information to you in 
case you may see fit to publish it. 

The detector unit consists of a 6 
volt door bell or buzzer, a 6 volt lan¬ 
tern battery and a permanent mag¬ 
net hanging on a length of thin cop¬ 
per wire with at least a 30 inch 
swing, and passing through a 3/16 
inch loop which acts as a switch to 
close the circuit. A longer swing 
tends to increase the sensitivity of 
the detector, but it also makes it 
more sensitive to drafts. 

This detector can be hung from 
the ceiling or a shelf as a permanent 
fixture, or can be mounted on an 
upright board as a portable unit. 
This portable unit is shown in the 
photo which has both front and side 
views. 

A good magnet for this unit is 
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MAGNETIC UFO DETECTOR 


manufactured by R. J. R. Toy Co. 
This is a round disk ceramic mag¬ 
net and is sold by many toy stores 
3 on a card. It is also handled by 
many Western Auto Supply Stores 
(I use 2 of these disks on the de¬ 
tector) Most large hardware stores 


handle magnets, and another good 
source is in cast-off radio loud 
speakers. The permanent magnet 
type can be detected without dis- 
manteling by holding a knife blade 
close to the back coil or the old 
speaker.

When Navy officers, competent 
technicians and experts on meteoro¬ 
logical ahd atmospheric phenomena, 
from a military Meteorological Sta¬ 
tion and Oceanographic Post doing 
research connected with the IGY, 
report seeing the same UAOs on at 
least eight different occasions, the 
even^ can be classified as very un¬ 
usual. Add the fact that a number of 


other people saw these UAOs and 
that in two cases they were observed 
through theodolites, and the story 
gets even better. Add a few more 
facts—that these UAOs were photo¬ 
graphed and the photos, showing a 
lot of detail of the UAO, were proven 
to be genuine according to official 
statements: that they were picked 
up on radar and that several people 
got a close look at the object at least 
in two of the sightings—and the 
case becomes one of the best in the 
whole history of UAOs, good enough 
to convince even the most ardent 
skeptics. Enough to prove that they 
are real—some type of vehicle flying 
through our atmosphere. 

If you have something more than 
good circumstantial evidence- 
something concrete like genuine 
photo showing detail of the UAO, 
measured speeds, or sizes — then 
you have hard, cold, scientific facts. 
If your photos are also offered as 
proof that the UAOs are intelligent¬ 
ly controlled, for they represent a 
permanent record of the motion of 
the UAO, i. e., a photographic se¬ 
quence of a UAO*s flight path 
then your case is closed. But remem¬ 
ber that if they are real, then they 
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have to be spacecraft because no one 
can give a second thought to the 
possibility that the UAOs might be a 
supersecret U. S. aircraft or a Soviet 
development. You know that no 
country in the world has developed 
their technology far enough to build 
a craft that would perform as the 
UAOs are reported to do. It would be 
absurd to think that the millions of 
dollars spent on the investigation of 
the UAO mystery are being spent to 
cover the existence of a UAO-type 
weapon. 

This is the situation when you 
face the reports of the UAO sight¬ 
ings at the Island of Trindade, a 
Brazilian possession lost in the mid¬ 
dle of the South Atlantic Ocean. 
Most of these incidents are known 
to the Brazilian public, but there are 
important details which have not 
been disclosed. However, even the in¬ 
formation already released through 
the Brazilian press must be includ¬ 
ed, for it is almost certain that the 
American public doesn’t know any¬ 
thing about it. It is a well-known 
fact that reports of flying saucers 
from other countries, when pub¬ 
lished in the American press, do not 
contain the necessary detail to give 
them factual stature. Most are frag¬ 
mentary, and come through the 
news services merely as an “item,” 
mostly without verification, and 
many times without even names or 
dates. Therefore I am going to re¬ 
port the whole story of the Brazilian 
Navy sightings at the ‘ Island of 
Trindade, the remarkable series of 
incidents which caused a tremen¬ 
dous impact on the Brazilian public 
and put the uneasy Navy authori¬ 
ties of my country in a very difficult 
position. 

Hundreds of hours of m*y time 
were spent on an exhaustive per¬ 
sonal investigation of these anuz- 
ing incidents, to uncover ail ine 


facts connected with them, even the 
ones not revealed through the press. 
I was'very lucky in my search, most¬ 
ly because I was informed about the 
UAO’s pictures at a time when they 
were still a top-secret sub.iect — 
long before their publication 
The first word of the sightings 
came on February 4, 1958, when a 
Navy Commander phoned me to re¬ 
port a startling story. That man, a 
close friend of mine, had been a 
hard-boiled skeptic for many years. 
In the past, I had tried to convince 
him that UAOs were real objects but 
got no results — all my attempts 
had failed. Now he was calling to tell 
me he had changed his opinion just 
a few days ago, after he had seen 
some amazing pictures of a flying 
saucer taken a few weeks before by 
a Navy officer, at the Island of Trin¬ 
dade. “They are authentic,” he told 
me, “because they were shot from 
the deck of a Navy ship, the NE 
‘Almirante Saldanha,’ in the pres¬ 
ence of a number of Navy officers 
and sailors, who had sighted the 
UAO too.” 

My friend went on to say that the 
ship was at the Island of Trindade 
on a scientific mission, and that an 
investigation had been made imme¬ 
diately. The ship’s C. O, had taken 
the necessary measures to get the 
film developed aboard, in the pres¬ 
ence of reliable witnesses, and had 
requested the negatives for exam¬ 
ination. These negatives had been 
submitted to a careful investigation 
by photographic experts, in order to 
eliminate any doubt about their 
authenticity. 

He had seen the five pictures the 
day before and was deeply impres¬ 
sed. They showed a strange object 
which was obviously an aerial ma¬ 
chine of unknown type. He was also 
informed that a craft of the same 
kina had been sighted by the crew of 
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a Navy towshlp traveling near the 
coast of Bahia (State) He said the 
evidence was enough to convince 
him that saucers existed. 

This was the Navy officer’s story. 
Feeling that he was now sincerely 
interested in the UAO problem, I ad¬ 
vised him to talk to Commander X 
(there is no need to tell his real 
name), an officer from Navy Intel¬ 
ligence who was, in fact, the Head of 
the Brazilian Navy investigations of 
UAOs, and also the “contact officer’’ 
on the same subject with the U. S 
Navy. “He was the person who show¬ 
ed me the pictures,” was my friend’s 
answer. He then told me that Com. 
X was one of his best friends in the 
Navy He also said he was going to 
request special permission to show 
me the pictures, under compromise. 
He warned that the matter * was 
going to be difficult because the 
photos were classified for official use 
only 

Permission was granted on Febru¬ 
ary 14, On that occasion my personal 
investigation of the case was already 
yielding good results. From several 
sources, through my contacts in the 
Brazilian Navy, a lot of new infor¬ 
mation on the incident had been col¬ 
lected. I already knew the following 
basic facts connected with it: (1) — 
that the man who had shot the pic¬ 
tures was not a Navy officer, but a 
civilian-a photographer named Al- 
miro Barauna; (2)—that the UAO 
appearing in the photos had been 
sighted on January 16, 1958; (3)— 
that Mr. Barauna had taken only 
four pictures of the object; (4)— 
that the fifth one, which showed the 
same saucer (or a similar one), had 
been shot by a Navy sergeant sta¬ 
tioned on the Island, on a different 
date—before the arrival of the NE 
“Almirante Saldanha;” and, (5)— 
that at least six other sightings had 
been made at the Island before the 


arrival of that ship, in less than two 
months. 

This was the information I had 
obtained when, on the evening of 
February 14, I went to the Brazilian 
Navy Ministry according to the in¬ 
structions received. I met the Navy 
officer who was my friend and we 
went to talk to the intelligence of¬ 
ficer who was to show me the UAO 
photos. I was permitted to make a 
close examination of the four pic¬ 
tures shot by Mr. Barauna. I also 
saw the fifth one, which was to¬ 
gether with the others, but no one 
told me anything about its different 
origin. The intelligence officers who 
worked on the UFO problem seemed 
to constitute an efficient staff and 
it was a pleasure to talk with them. 
We discussed openly the details of 
the saucer structure appearing in 
the enlargements made from each 
photo. They had traced the flight 
path of the object across the sky and 
carefully plotted on special charts 
the data concerning size, speed and 
altitude. They had no doubt about 
the authenticity of the photos. The 
Navy Photo Reconnaissance Labora¬ 
tory did a complete analysis of the 
original negatives, which included 
visual studies, frame-by-frame slide 
projection, microscopic examination, 
granulation tests and measurements 
of the images’ brightness. And the 
photo lab report had concluded that 
the photos were genuine. Also, a 
photogrammetric analysis made out¬ 
side the Navy, by a civilian organ¬ 
ization, the “Cruzeiro do Sul Aero- 
photogrammetric Service,” had defi¬ 
nitely excluded the possibility of a 
falsification or photographic trick. 
And the photographs agreed with 
the description of the object that 
the observers had seen—i. e., all 
witne.sses had recognized the object 
appearing in the pictures as the 
same one they had sighted over the 
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Island. 

They confirmed the information I 
had collected about other sightings 
at the Island, taut no additional de¬ 
tails were given. At the end, they 
asked me to keep absolute silence 
about the whole matter. And so I did 
for a long time. I am not breaking 
the compromise assumed. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, all information released 
in that interview was published later 
in the press. The secret data includ¬ 
ed in this report, not yet published, 
were picked up from other sources 
under no compromise. 

After the meeting at the Navy 
Ministry, the next thing was to try 
to find the man who had taken the 
photos. This task was given to re¬ 
porter Joao Martins, one of our best 
UAO investigators, who was already 
working with me in the case. He 
found Mr. Barauna on the night of 
February 15. He told him he wanted 
the photos exclusively for his maga¬ 
zine. Barauna agreed, but advised 
that the publication could be made 
only after authorization from the 
Navy for he had assumed a com¬ 
promise to keep the matter secret. 
The permission was granted on the 
same night, verbally, by Com. C. A. 
Bacellar. However, it was still sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Navy 
Ministry and Martins was forced to 
wait for it. 

This seemed to be the end of my 
ij&vestigation of the photographs. 
The amount of data I had gathered 
was accurate but it was inconclusive 
as far as getting a definite answer 
was concerned. Then something un¬ 
expected came to change the situa- 
tioii. On February 20, the first news 
about the incident appeared in the 
press: the newspaper “O GLOBO” 
printed a note on the rumors that a 
flying saucer had been sighted at 
the Island of Trindade by the crew 
of the NE “Almirante Saldanha.” 


The note said that the information 
had not been confirmed or denied at 
the navy Ministry, but a Navy 
spokesman had said that a state¬ 
ment on the case would be released 
to the press at the proper time. That 
same night Martins was visited by 
Mr. Barauna. The man had bad 
news. Com. Bacellar had phoned him 
to report a very unpleasant fact: 
that same night, a radio news pro¬ 
gram had announced that a news¬ 
paper, the “CORREIO DE MANHA,’* 
was going to print next morning 
“exclusive pictures” of a saucer 
taken by the Navy, at the Island of 
Trindade. Bacellar also said that the 
Navy, taken by surprise and worried, 
had made a desperate attempt to 
stop the publication at the last 
moment—but failed . . . Then they 
had sent him to inform Barauna 
that he was free from the compro¬ 
mise and should take the proper 
measures to defend his own rights. 
Mr. Barauna told Martins that he 
was free to break their contract, too. 
But Martins decided to accept the 
fight. They prepared a written con¬ 
tract which was signed by Barauna. 
They went immediately to the office 
of the involved newspaper to stop 
the publication. Their attempt was 
a failure, too. It was then decided to 
publish the pictures in another 
newspaper, at the same time. 

The newspaper “O JORNAL” was 
contacted and agreed to print the 
photos. Next morning, on February 
21, the case was published in both 
papers. “O JORNAL” printed also a 
report about the sighting as told by 
Mr. Barauna, which has also been 
published in “The A. P. R. O. Bulle¬ 
tin” (March, 1958). 

Despite the careful measures to 
maintain secrecy, some one had 
broken the censorship and put the 
Navy authorities in a very difficult 
position. And the man who had done 
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this could not be punished because 
he was the Brazilian President him¬ 
self. Ten days before, he had receiv¬ 
ed several copies and enlargements 
of the UAO photos from Admiral 
Alves Camara, the Navy Minister, as 
evidence that the Navy had proof of 
flying saucers’ reality. A few days 
later the President was visited by 
a close friend, a person connected 
with the editor of the “CORREIO 
DE MANHA.” During the interview, 
that person noticed some strange 
photos spread on the President’s 
table and asked about them. The 
President told him. He became very 
excited and asked permission to get 
them published. The President pro¬ 
mised to consider the demand Sev¬ 
eral days later, under the pressure 
of insistent demands, he finally 
acceded to liberate the pictures. An'd 
when the Navy tried to stop the 
publication at any cost, the Presi¬ 
dent—who had not asked for the 
Navy’s advice on the subject—said 
that his decision, right or wrong, 
was final. The photos were publi¬ 
shed The incident made headlines 
in Rio’s newspapers and later all 
over the country. Excellent enlarge¬ 
ments of the pictures were printed 
in the press, showing the saucer 
moving over the sea and hovering 
above the Island’s mountains. The 
effect on the public was tremendous. 
A thing like that had never before 
been revealed to the Brazilian peo¬ 
ple. Those photographs, were clear 
enough to show the object was an 
unknown type of craft. And they 
had been shot by a member of the 
Navy’s scientific expedition, 1. e., 

they had been authenticated by the 
Navy. 

The case remained on the paper’s 
front pages for seven days. Navy 
authorities did not know what to do, 
for the thing was too big to be con¬ 
cealed anymore. To deny any con-

nection with the incident was a 
childish thing, an unnecessary lie— 
but they tried it. The maneuver was 
a failure, however, for the orders to 
keep the secrecy about the matter 
were not obeyed by civilian observers 
aboard the ship. They talked. Their 
reports confirmed Barauna’s report. 
Under the pressure of public opinion, 
the Navy was forced to issue an offi¬ 
cial release which caused a Congres¬ 
sional inquiry into the Navy pobcy 
about the UFOs. This marked the 
climax of the confusion and contro¬ 
versy which followed public an¬ 
nouncement of the startling events 
at the Island of Trindade. 

The Congressional inquiry was ap-, 
proved at the House of Representa¬ 
tives on February 27, 1958. According 
to Brazilian law. Representative Ser¬ 
gio Magalhaes requested the Navy 
Minister to explain the facts con¬ 
nected with the incident at the Is¬ 
land of Trindade. The text of this 
fascinating document was printed in 
all Rio’s newspapers on .February 27 
and 28. It is* transcribed below, 
quoting verbatim from the Govern¬ 
ment Printing Office publication, 
the “Diario do Congresso Nacional.” 
“HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE U. S. OF BRAZIL’’ 
“OFFICIAL INQUIRY" 

“Subject: The Navy Ministry is re¬ 
quested to ansv/er or explain the fol¬ 
lowing items of the inquiry present¬ 
ed by Rep. Sergio Magalhaes (Rio de 
Janeiro, D. C.) on February 27, 1958, 
and approved by this House. 

1— If it is true that the crew of 
the NE ‘Almirante Saldanha’ wit¬ 
nessed the sighting of a strange ob¬ 
ject over the Island of Trindade, 

2— Considering that the official 
statement released from the Navy 
Minister’s Office recognizes that 
photos of the strange object were 
taken ‘in the presence of members 
from the crew of the NE “Almirante 
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Saldanha” ’—it is asked if an inves¬ 
tigation was made, and if the re¬ 
ports from the Navy officers and 
sailors involved were registered 

3— In the hypothesis of a negative 
answer, the Navy Minister is re¬ 
quested to explain the reasons on 
which he has based his inclination 
to attribute no importance to the 
fact. 

4— If it is correct that the photos 
were developed in the presence of 
officers from the NE ‘Almirante 
Saldanha, and that the pictures 
showed the image of the strange ob¬ 
ject since the first examination. 

5— If the negatives were submitted 
to a careful examination in order to 
detect any photographic trick con¬ 
trived before the sighting. 

6— Why the information was kept 
secret by Navy authorities for about 
a month. 

7— If it is correct that other similar 
phenomena were observed by Navy 
officers. 

8— If it is correct that the com¬ 
manding officer of the Navy tow 
ship 'Tridente’ witnessed the ap¬ 
pearance of the strange object called 
a ‘flying saucer ’ 

“JUSTIFICATION; 

The appearance of these strange 
aerial objects known as ‘flying sau¬ 
cers' has attracted the world's in¬ 
terest and curiosity for more than 
ten years. For the first time, how¬ 
ever, the phenomenon is witnessed 
by a large number of members from 
a military organization, and the 
photos of the object receive the OF¬ 
FICIAL SEAL through a statement 
released to the press by the Navy 
Minister's Office 

Yet, as the problem affects the na¬ 
tional security, more information is 
necessary to clarify the facts. There 
is some controversy in the informa¬ 
tion divulged through the press, but 
the Navy apparently has no inten¬ 


tion of releasing a complete report 
to stop the confusion and inform 
the public. Furthermore, the Navy 
Minister's Office, having declared 
(officially) that a large number of 
people from the NE ‘Almirante Sal¬ 
danha' crew had sighted the strange 
object photographed over the Island 
of Trindade -in spite of this, there 
was no request for the witnesses’ re¬ 
ports or any other measures, as con¬ 
fessed the Chief of the Navy High 
Staff when interviewed by the 
press." UNQUOTE. 

The flying saucers had achieved 
the honor of being referred to in the 
House of Represeiitatives. By now 
the words “flying saucer" were being 
batted around by every newspaper 
reporter, radio and TV newscaster, 
and man on the street. It had be¬ 
come apparent that the press was 
reviving its interest in UAOs. News¬ 
paper reporters uncovered and 
printed a lot of valuable information 
on the matter, for they rival any in- 
telhgence officer when it comes to 
digging up facts. But the best thing 
they were able to get was the Navy 
secret report to the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives with the answers to the 
questions asked by Rep Sergio Ma- 
galhaes. The information was pub¬ 
lished on April 17, 1958, by several 
newspapers at Rio (CORREIO DA 
MANHA, O JORNAL. and JORNAL 
DO BRAZIL). 

The document pointed out that 
the reports hadn’t actually started 
with the Barauna Incident. Several 
other sightings over the Island had 
been witnessed by a number of wor¬ 
kers, sailors and officers, on differ¬ 
ent occasions, during the months of 
December (1957) and January. Some 
of these cases had not been taken 
into consideration, said the report, 
“though the witnesses reported the 
sighting of the object on different 
days, because their stories were not 
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sufficient for scientific evaluation 
due to the observers’ lack of quali- 
fication (sailors and workers), and 
to the brief duration of the pheno¬ 
mena.” But in five incidents, at 
least, the reports had come from 
Navy officers, scientists, and other 
equally credible observers — and 
those reports couldn’t be discarded. 
The Navy investigation of the matter 
was started in January, soon after 
the arrival of the NE “Almirante 
Saldanha” at Rio de Janeiro, and 
closed on February 2. 

The Navy report also included an 
account of these other incidents, 
which involved “unidentified ob¬ 
jects” shaped like a flying saucer, 
and tear-shaped devices. “One ob¬ 
ject,” said the report, “when seen 
from below, showed a spherical out¬ 
line and its color was undefined for 
some, like stainless steel for others. 
The size was not determined. All the 
reports called attention to the high 
speed, controlled maneuvers, and ex- 
reme mobility of the objects spot¬ 
ted. Their movements were not con¬ 
tinuous like those of an airplane— 
but abrupt and rapid, with sudden 
changes of course and speecj. and 
right-angle turns.” 

It contained also the Navy's anal¬ 
ysis of the Barauna Incident to 
gether with the evaluation of the 
photos taken by that photographer. 
The conclusion at the end of the 
document was the following; 

“Personal reports and photogra¬ 
phic evidence of certain value indi¬ 
cate the existence of unidentified 
aerial object (s).” 

All the information transcribed 
above was printed in the Brazilian 
press, as well as a summary of the 
several sightings at the Island, No 
one knows who gave out the data to 
newspapermen, but some clues sug¬ 
gest Rep. Magalhaes himself Any¬ 
way, the information was correct. I 


was able to check the matter per¬ 
sonally. I saw the Navy report itself, 
in the hands of some friends from 
the Navy. In fact, there was more 
information in it than what had 
been revealed through the press. 
The matter will be discussed again 
in another portion of this report. 

Incidentally, the Navy reaction to 
the publication of information con¬ 
tained in the secret report was ex¬ 
pressed in the official release made 
by Commander Raul Lopes Cardoso, 
from the Navy Minister Office, on 
that same day: 

“The Navy has sent a memoran¬ 
dum to the House of Representatives 
with the answers to the questions v 
asked by Rep. S. Magalhaes, in an 
official document, on the sighting of 
a flying saucer on January 16, 1958, 
at the Island of Trindade. I must de¬ 
clare, however, that such a memor¬ 
andum is a classified document, and 
the House of Representatives is not 
authorized to divulge any informa¬ 
tion included there. Only the Presi¬ 
dent of the Republic or the Navy 
High Command, could give the order 
to declassify the Navy Secret Report 
on the subject and make it available 
to the public. 

“I would like to make it clear, on 
the other hand, that the document 
received by Rep. S. Magalhaes is not 
the Navy Secret Report itself. That 
Report continues to be absolutely 
secret. Any information or com¬ 
ments about it are still forbidden. 
What was sent to the House was a 
single memorandum, classified too.” 
(Rio de Janeiro O JORNAL, April 17, 
1958). 

Rep.' Sergio Magalhaes was the 
obvious target of the Navy release 
transcribed above. To avoid trouble, 
he was careful in his official de¬ 
claration to the press on the matter. 
He said only the following: 

^After receiving from the Navy

the information requested In the in¬ 
quiry connected with the flying 
saucer of Trindade, I have concluded 
that an unidentified object was seen 
by the crew of the NE “Almirante 
Saldanha/* and photographed by Mr. 
Almiro Barauna.” (Rio de Janeiro 
JORNAL DO BRAZIL, April 17, 1958)

The tacts reported above represent 
only a part of the whole history, but 
they are enough for the reader to 
get a general idea about the situa¬ 
tion and to realize the extraordinary 
significance of the remarkable se¬ 
quence of UAO sightings at the Is¬ 
land of Trindade. The following ac¬ 
count presents the true and com¬ 
plete story based on what I learned 
in my investigation of the matter. 
Most of the information included 
was published in the press, but my 
report contains also data which has 
never before been divulged. In these 
instances, I have left out the names 
of the people who gave me the in¬ 
formation, or the names of certain 
people who were associated with the 
Navy project—people who have co¬ 
operated to help me but do not want 
publicity But the greatest care has 
been taken to make sure that the 
omission of a few names has in no 
way altered the basic facts because 
this report is based on facts—all of 
the facts. Contrary to the present 
thinking in military circles, I believe 
that the public must be told every 
detail of every phase of the UAO in¬ 
vestigation Therefore, nothing of 
significance was left out. 

Now let us consider the events in 
the order in which they occurred.

Sightings at the Island of Trindade 

Trindade is a small, deserted, 
rocky island located in the middle 
of the South Atlantic Ocean be¬ 
tween the Brazilian coast and the 
African continent, more than 600 


miles off the coast of Bahia. During 
World War II. it was used as a mili¬ 
tary base for U. S. and Brazilian 
warships fighting German U-boats. 
But it was abandoned after the end 
of the war, remaining completely 
deserted and forgotten until 1957. In 
October, 1957, however, a task force 
from the Brazilian Navy arrived 
there, under the command of Cap- 
tain-of-Corvette Carlos Alberto Ba- 
cellar. The Hydrography and Na¬ 
vigation Division of the Navy Min¬ 
istry had decided to build an Ocean¬ 
ographic Post and a Meteorological 
Station on the island for research 
connected with the IGY 
By early November the task had 
been completed. The installations 
began their activities. Besides equip¬ 
ment for oceanographic and meteor¬ 
ological studies, there was also a 
radio station on the island. Instru¬ 
ment-carrying meteorological bal¬ 
loons were released daily by Navy 
technicians to study high-atmos¬ 
pheric conditions. These weather- 
balloons were flexible bags inflated 
with hydrogen and painted red, to 
make it easier to spot from the 
ground. The gas inside the balloons 
expanded gradually as they ascend¬ 
ed (because of the drop of atmos¬ 
pheric pressure), and a stage was 
reached when the balloon could not 
expand further and then it burst. 
The instruments were automatically 
dropped by parachute before this 
moment. Each balloon carried a ra¬ 
dio transmitter which started to 
send a radio signal as the balloon 
began to climb. Information regis¬ 
tered on the balloon's instruments 
was automatically sent to the 
ground station. At the moment the 
instruments were parachuted, the 
radio signal changed automatically 
to a higher frequency. The balloon's 
movements were tracked all the 
time through optical devices because 
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a close observation of Its ascent known” might be the planet Venus, 
would give information on the winds 


at various heights. The technicians 
tracked the balloon with theodolites, 
to avoid losing contact with it. 

November was coming to an end. 
On the morning of a clear, sunny 
day. a meteorological balloon was 
being tracked with a theodolite as it 
slowly climbed into the sky. Com. 
Bacellar was inside the radio station, 
picking up its radio signals. Every¬ 
thing seemed to be normal. But sud¬ 
denly the signals’ frequency changed 
unexpectedly. Puzzled, Com. Bacel¬ 
lar sent a man outside to tell the 
operators at the theodolite that the 
balloon's instruments had been par¬ 
achuted prematurely. The techni¬ 
cian came back a few minutes later 
and was very excited: “They said 
that the instruments have not been 
dropped yet, Commander, and that 

ff 
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“That is Impossible,” answered Ba¬ 
cellar, "because I am listening to 
the new signal. What is happening 
outside?” 

“I don’t know, sir, but they say 
there is another object in the sky 
near the balloon, and perhaps . ” 

But he had no time to finish the 
sentence because the commander 
was already running through the 
door. 

It was unbelievable. There was an¬ 
other object in the sky besides the 
balloon, hovering over the Post at a 
great altitude. It could be sighted 
distinctly with the naked eye, ap¬ 
pearing as a bright luminous speck, 
silvery in color. It seemed to be 
moving from one side to another and 
making tight turns. At its apparent 
height, the speed had to be tremen¬ 
dous to convey an impression of 
motion so clearly defined. It was at 
an elevation of about 80 degrees. De¬ 
spite the impression of motion, the 
first suggestion was that the “un- 


The possibility was immediately 
checked and it was found that the 
azimuth and elevation of Venus did 
not coincide with the position of the 
obj ect. 

Com. Bacellar took over the theo¬ 
dolite and found the balloon still 
there, whereupon he Immediately 
abandoned it and picked up the un¬ 
identified object as it came out of 
the sun. Through the 20-power 
scope, the UAO presented a distinct 
oval-shaped outline and was about 
three times as long as it was wide It 
was silvery-white in color and re¬ 
flected sunlight with what looked 
like a metallic shine. It appeared at 
times to change shape according to 
Its position in space in relation to 
the observers. Sometimes it seemed 
round, or looked liked a planetary 
disk. 

There was a cloudless sky and no 
haze. The object left no vapor trail 
or exhaust. No projections were 
noted on the surface. It was not ro¬ 
tating, but the small change of 
shape at intervals suggested an os- 
cillatorv motion of some sort 

The balloon burst at the proper 
time but the UAO was still there. It 
remained in sight lor almost three 
hours. At the end, diminishing 
gradually in size, it finally was lost 
to sight by the technician who was 
tracking its course all the time. 

A radio message signed by Com. 
Bacellar was sent to Rio reporting 
the events and asking for instruc¬ 
tions. 

According to Com. Bacellar, this ' 
was the first UAO sighting at the 
Island. I had another information 
about two previous incidents in Oc¬ 
tober, before the arrival of Bacellar. 

It was said that, in one of them, the 
UAO had landed at a deserted spot 
on the island but—when approached 
—moved away at high speed after 
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a swift take-off. The information 
had come from a reliable source, 
but Com. Bacellar denied it. 

The second sighting happened on 
December 5, 1957. A worker, accord¬ 
ing to his written report at the C. O. 
at the island (Com. Baceller), watch¬ 
ed a strange object cross the sky 
overhead at 8; 00 a. m. The alien 
craft was flying silently at a height 
of about six thousand feet; it was 
silvery in color and round-shaped; 
its angular diameter was similar 
to that of the full moon’s. 

This report didn’t attract unusual 
interest at the time because the 
witness was a person with no spec¬ 
ial qualification. 

On December 31, however, came 
the third sighting. The same object 
(or a similar one) passed again over 
the island. The time was 7:50 a. m. 
A silvery, circular object, with an 
apparent size compared with the 
full moon, crossed the sky silently 
at about six thousand feet. This time 
it was watched by five workers, a 
sailor, the island’s doctor, and a 
Navy officer—Lieutenant Inacio 
Carlos Moreira 

By this time, the commander was 
worried. If those UAOs were hostile, 
the Navy garrison at the island had 
no chance to fight back in the case 
of an attack. The island had no wea¬ 
pons for defense ~ no artillery, 
long-range weapons, or even anti¬ 
aircraft cannons. Com Bacellar did 
not expect an attack, of course, but 
his men were uneasy—and he knew 
it. There might be trouble in.hand¬ 
ling them if those UAOs—whatever 
they might be—continued to appear^ 
over the island. 

The fourth sighting occurred on 
the following day, January 1, 1958. 
For obvious reasons, almost every¬ 
body was alert, with eyes turned to¬ 
ward the sky. At 7:50 a. m., a bright 
point of light flashed over the sea at 


very high speed. It described a 90 de¬ 
gree trajectory on the sky before 
vanishing into the horizon. In the 
middle of this trajectory, it glowed 
brightly for a few seconds—like a 
mirror reflecting the sun. The whole 
garrison, including Com. Bacellar, 
saw the object. At that hour a num¬ 
ber of sea-gulls were flying around. 
Was it a sea-gull? Com. Bacellar said 
he is not sure. If it was a sea-gull, it 
was the fastest of its kind in the 
world. 

Workers and sailors witnessing the 
phenomenon, on the other hand, re¬ 
ported that the object sighted was 
the same they had seen on other oc¬ 
casions. Besides, it had appeared at 
the same time and was movmg in 
the same direction (to the North) as 
the UAO of the previous day. 

Next day, January 2, another 
alarm was given—this time at night. 
But the men were excited and the 
thing was seen for a few seconds 
only. No one was sure about it. The 
sighting was discarded. The same 
night, however, the Navy tow ship 
“Triunfo,” traveling off the Bahia 
coast, some 400 miles off the Island 
of Trindade, was circled for almost 
ten minutes by an unknown aerial 
object. The whole ship’s crew wit¬ 
nessed the incident. The UAO was 
round-shaped, encircled by a weird 
orange glow, and maneuvered at 
high speed—with sudden changes of 
course and right-angle turns. At 
certain times it hovered motionless 
in mid-air for a brief time, some¬ 
times close to the ship. 

This was the fifth sighting of the 
series. It was not published in the 
press. 

These facts seem fantastic, but 
they are recorded in the Navy Secret 
Report on the Trindade Incidents. 
The most incredible event was yet to 
come. According to the secret Navy 
document sent to Rep. Sergio Magal- 
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haes, the sixth sighting happened on 
January 6. As usual, another wea¬ 
ther balloon had been released that 
morning and was being tracked from 
the ground. The sky was blue and 
clear, with no haze, and there was a 
solitary cumulus cloud almost over¬ 
head. Com Bacellar was inside the 
radio cabin, tracking the balloon’s 
slow ascent via the signals emitted 
from its radio-sonde. Everything ap¬ 
peared to be normal . . . 

Suddenly a strange thing happen¬ 
ed: the radio signals began to dim¬ 
inish gradually in intensity, fading 
away as if the transmitter was mov¬ 
ing to a distance outside the range 
of the ground station antenna. And 
there was no change of frequency. 
In fact, the signal’s frequency did 
not change even at the expected 
time, when the instruments should 
have automatically dropped by para¬ 
chute, The change never came be¬ 
cause soon the radio-sonde was dead. 
For unknown reasons the balloon’s 
transmitter was now silent. 

Worried, Com. Bacellar went out¬ 
side to investigate. There was noth¬ 
ing unusual at first sight; the bal¬ 
loon was already very high in the 
sky and still climbing up; it was 
slowly approaching the large cum¬ 
ulus cloud, which was overhead at 
an altitude of fourteen thousand 
feet. The balloon’s instruments were 
expected to be dropped at this 
height. 

It was then that the observers saw 
a strange thing: the balloon was 
sucked suddenly toward the cloud, 
entered It, and was lost to sight. It 
appeared again about ten minutes 
later, and resumed its ascent in the 
sky—more rapidly now, for it was 
lighter than before its disappear¬ 
ance into the cloud. The balloon’s 
instruments had disappeared when 
it was inside the cloud. In fact, it 
had entered into that cloud still 
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carrying its instruments—but It had 
left the cloud without them. 

Had the balloon’s instruments 
been parachuted when it was out of 
sight, inside the cloud? Maybe, but 
no one saw the parachute coming 
down with them. No one can be sure 
because they were not found. 

AS would be expected if they were 
picked up by an interloper. 

Yes, there was an interloper inside 
the cumulus cloud. It came out soon 
after the balloon and was first spot¬ 
ted by the technician at the theo¬ 
dolite. Com. Bacellar was alerted and 
saw it too: a silvery object, with the 
color of polished aluminum shining 
in the sunlight. It came slowly from 
behind the cloud moving along a 
SW-E direction. Com. Bacellar 
looked at it through binoculars and 
then asked for the theodolite. 

Through the 20-power theodolite, 
the UAO looked like a half-moon 
with a bright white color. Bacellar 
followed it with the scope for half 
an hour. It was still moving from the 
Southwest to the East—but later it 
changed course and started to move 
from East to West. At this moment, 
Bacellar called a technician to re¬ 
sume keeping the slow-moving UAO 
in the radio post, to check the radio¬ 
sonde data. He went later to a ship 
to get a sextant and, from the deck 
he followed the object through that 
optical device for a long time. 

At 12:15 p.m. the UAO finally dis¬ 
appeared behind a cloud-bank (cir¬ 
rus clouds) and was not seen again. 

According to Com. Bacellar’s ob¬ 
servations, the UAO’s angular velo¬ 
city was like that of the sun when 
the object was moving on an E-W 
course. However, when it moved in 
the other direction (along a SW-E 
course) the speed was much higher. 

This sighting was reported in the 
press on April 17 (Rio de Janeiro 
CORREIO DA MANHA, O JORNAL, 
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and JORNAL DE BRASIL) and May 
17, 1958 (magazine O CRUZEIRO). 
All the details were included, except 
the facts connected with the radio¬ 
sonde signals and the balloon’s in¬ 
struments. These are related here for 
the first time. 

At this point, I would like to call 
the attention of the reader to the 
fact that Com. Carlos Alberto Ba- 
cellar is a highly qualified officer, a 
competent technician, and an expert 
on meteorological and atmospheric 
phenomena. He started the first 
systematic radio-sonde research in 
my country. Therefore, he is well 
qualified to detect the difference be¬ 
tween a UAO and a balloon, or the 
planet Venus, or any other meteoro¬ 
logical or astronomical phenomena. 
His observations of the sightings 
described above were obviously more 
precise and accurate but, unfortu¬ 
nately, he could not talk about the 
matter. He confirmed the incidents 
but refused to give out more details 
because the data was still classified. 

There was still another sighting in 


January according to the informa¬ 
tion I received from another source. 
When questioned about it. Com. Ba- 
cellar angrily refused to admit its 
existence. He said the whole thing 
was a lie. Despite this lack of con¬ 
firmation I will report the case be¬ 
cause the information came from a 
very reliable military source. 

According to the information, this 
seventh sighting occurred just a few 
days before the arrival of the NE 
“Almirante Saldanha.” This time 
the UAO appeared very low over the 
island. It flashed toward the Meteor¬ 
ological Post at terrific speed, slow¬ 
ed down abruptly, and hovered for a 
. few seconds over it. Then it started 
to move again, described several 
circles around the island, hovered 
briefly above the "Desejado” peak, 
moved again on a “zig-zag” course 


and was gone into the horizon at 
tremendous speed. When last sight¬ 
ed, it was flying in a Northwesterly 
direction. This UAO was a weird ob¬ 
ject. It appeared to be made of 
polished aluminum (or similar 
metal), and was shaped like a flat¬ 
tened spheroid with a large ring 
circling its equator. The spheroid 
body did not rotate, but the ring ap¬ 
peared to be spinning at fantastic 
speed. The object made no sound as 
it flew through the sky. In spite of 
the fact that it had been sighted al¬ 
most at noon, on a clear sunny day, 
against a cloudless sky—this UAO 
was surrounded by a bright greenish 
glow, which almost disappeared 
when the object was hovering, to be¬ 
come brighter when it started to 
move. 

A number of people at different 
spots o.n the island witnessed the 
sighting. The witnesses were scared 
and spread alarm and confusion 
through the garrison. Com. Bacellar, 
it was said, submitted the witnesses 
to a careful interrogation after 
taking measures to avoid any con¬ 
tact between them. All reports 
agreed that the “unknown” was a 
solid object about twice to three 
times the size of a DC-3; that it ap¬ 
peared to be intelligently controlled: 
and that its performance was be¬ 
yond anything manufactured upon 
this planet. 

The investigation also revealed 
another important thing (also de¬ 
nied by Com. Bacellar): that the 
UAO had been photographed by one 
of the witnesses, a Navy sergeant. 
The man was taking pictures of the 
island with a., box camera when he 
spotted the UAO moving across the 
sky. He shot one picture before it 
disappeared. The negative was im¬ 
mediately requested by Com. Bacel¬ 
lar and the film developed the same 
day. The picture was good enough to 
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show that the object photographed 
was the same as described by the 
witnesses. Its apherical outline as 
well as the large thick ring around 
it could be clearly seen in the en¬ 
largements made from the negative. 
On the other hand, it seemed that 
the UAO’s rapid motion had not 
been adequately stopped by the box 
camera; the object appeared out of 
focus on the photo and no good de¬ 
tail was observable. 

This photo was probably one of 
the five UAO pictures I saw at the 
Navy Ministry, together with the 
ones taken by Mr. Barauna. Despite 
the lack of detail, it is very import¬ 
ant as evidence, for it shows the 
same object seen later in the photos 
taken by another person. 

With this we can pass to the last 
UAO sighting at the Island of Trin- 
dade, the one that was widely re¬ 
ported through the press. It is the 
best case of the whole series, not 
only because of the amazing photo¬ 
graphs taken by Mr. Barauna, but 
also for other important reasons 
that will be presented in the next 
portion of this report. • 

The UAO Photos Authenticated 


by the Brazilian Navy 

In early January, 1958, the ship 
“Almirante Saldanha’^ left Rio de 
Janeiro’s harbor and proceeded to¬ 
ward the Island of Trindade with a 
crew of three hundred. That ship 
had been previously a Brazilian 
Navy school-ship, but it had been 
converted into a hydrographic unit 
to be used for investigations con¬ 
nected with IGY research. It be¬ 
longed to the Hydrography and Na¬ 
vigation Division of the Brazilian 
Navy and, since October, 1957, the 
ship had made several trips to Trin¬ 
dade, most of them connected with 
Navy's oceanographic studies for the 
IGY. 

Several civilians were aboard the 


ship this time, invited officially to 
collaborate with the Navy Ministry 
in the scientific studies which were 
underway at the Island. One man 
was Almiro Barauna, a photographer 
and former newspaperman now 
working as a “free lancer.” He was 
also an expert in submarine photog¬ 
raphy and had been invited to work 
in the field for the Navy. 

After a routine trip the ship ar¬ 
rived at the Island and stayed there 
for several days. It was scheduled to 
leave for Rio on January 16. That 
day, at 12:15 p.m., when the ship 
was preparing to depart, a strange 
object was sighted simultaneously by 
a number of observers gathered on 
the deck. The UAO came toward the 
Island at high speed, hovered brief¬ 
ly over a peak, disappeared behind it 
for a short time, and appeared again 
to move away toward the sea. Mr. 
Barauna was taking pictures of the 
ship's maneuvers at that moment. 
He spotted the UAO and got four 
pictures of it. 

Let's review what happened as 
told in the witnesses', own words. 
Let's begin with Almiro Barauna’s 
report. He was interviewed by re¬ 
porter Joao Martins and his state¬ 
ments were published in the maga¬ 
zine O CRUZEIRO (March 8. 1958). 
They are transcribed below: 

“Barauna’s Report 

“Q. Mr. Barauna, what were the 
reasons for your presence aboard 
the NE ‘Almirante Saldanha’? A. 
The Navy has invited several teams 
specialized in submarine hunting to 
visit the Island of Trindade. I am a 
member of the Icarai Club for Sub¬ 
marine Hunting, and our group was 
invited for the last trip. So, on Jan¬ 
uary 8, when the ship left Rio, I was 
aboard together with the following 
members of my group: Amilar Vie¬ 
ira Filho, captain of our team, a 
Government employee (he has a job 
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at the CACEX); Jose Teobaldo Vie- 
gas, instructor at the. Aero Club of 
Niteroi and Air Force Captain (re¬ 
tired) ; Mauro Andrade, from the 
London Bank; and Aloisio, munici¬ 
pal employee at the Federal Dis¬ 
trict. We were going to try to beat 
some records on submarine hunting. 
Personally, I was going to take un¬ 
derwater photographs for the Navy, 
and also to write some articles about 
the Island and the activities of the 
scientists working for the IGY. 

"Q. Was any other civilian aboard, 
besides your group? A. Yes. There 
was Prof. Fernando, a geogolist, with 
two assistants, and also a photogra¬ 
pher, and a reportor from the news¬ 
paper ‘JORNAL DO BRASIL.’ The 
three scientists left the ship and 
went to the island. 

“Q. Please tell me what was the 
date of the sighting? What hap¬ 
pened? A. It was on January 16, at 
12:15 p.m. The ship was preparing to 
leave the island, to come back to 
Rio. I was on the deck observing the 
operations to take aboard the boat 
used in the trips between the ship 
and the island (the island has no 
harbor). The sea was agitated. The 
weather was cloudy, clear, with no 
shadows. It had my Rolleiflex 2.8— 
model E, which was kept inside an 
aluminum box for protection against 
the corrosive effects of water and 
salt. I had left my Leica with a 
telephoto lens in my cabin a few 
-moments before. The deck was full 
of sailors and officers. Suddenly, Mr. 
Amilar Vieira and Captain Viegas 
called me, pointing to a certain spot 
in the sky and yelling about a bright 
object which was approaching the 
island. At this same moment, when 
I was still trying to see what it was, 
Lieutenant Homero—the ship’s den¬ 
tist—came from the bow toward us, 
running, pointing out to the sky 
and also yelling about an object he 


was sighting. He was so disturbed 
and excited that he almost fell down 
after colliding with a cable. Then I 
was finally able to locate the object, 
by the flash (of light) it emitted. It 
was already close to the island It 
glittered at certain moments, per¬ 
haps reflecting the sunlight, per¬ 
haps changing its own light—I don’t 
know. It was coming over the sea. 
moving toward the point called the 
'Galo Crest.’ I bad lost 30 seconds 
looking for the object, but the cam¬ 
era was already in my hands, ready, 
when I sighted it clearly silhouetted 
against the clouds. I shot two pho¬ 
tos before it disappeared behind the 
peak ‘Dosejado’. My camera was set 
at speed 125. with the aperture at 
f 8, and this was the cause of an 
over-exposure error, as I discovered 
later. 

“The object remained out of sight 
for a few seconds—behind the peak 
—reappearing bigger in size and fly¬ 
ing in the opposite direction, but 
lower and closer than before, and 
moving at a higher speed. I shot 
the third photo. The fourth and 
fifth ones were lost, not only b3cause 
of the speed the saucer was moving, 
but also for another reason: in the 
confusion produced as a result of 
the sighting, I was being pulled and 
pushed by other persons also trying 
to spot the object and, as a conse¬ 
quence, photographed the sea and 
the Island only—not the object. It 
was moving again toward the sea, in 
the direction from which it had 
come, and it appeared to stop in 
mid-air for a brief time. At that mo¬ 
ment I shot my last photo (the last 
on the film). After about 10 sec¬ 
onds, the object continued to in¬ 
crease its distance from the ship, 
gradually diminishing in size and 
finally disappearing into the hori¬ 
zon. 

“Q. Did you hear anything unusu- 
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al during the sighting? Was the ob- 
ject emitting any sound? A. I am not 
sure, to be honest, because of the 
noise made by the sea waves against 
the island’s rocks, as well as for the 
yelling aboard the ship at the time. 
However, I think that I heard noth¬ 
ing besides those sounds. 

“Q. What was the color of the 
object? A. It showed a dark grey 
color, appearing to be surrounded— 
mostly in the area ahead of it 
—by a kind of condensation of a 
greenish, phosphorescent vapor (or 
mist). 

“Q. Did the object appear to be 
metallic? A. Yes. It was obviously a 
solid object. 

“Q. How was it flying? Any special 
characteristic? A. Yes. It showed an 
undulatory movement as it flew 
across the sky, like the flight of a 
bat. And when it came back, it 
changed speed abruptly, with no 
transition, in a jump. 

“Q. Do you know how many per¬ 
sons aboard the ‘Almirante Saldan- 
ha' sighted the object? A, The ob¬ 
ject was sighted by almost all the 
people on the deck at that time. 
Including Lieutenant Homero, Cap¬ 
tain Viegas and Mr. Amilar Vieira. 

“Q. What happened after the 
sighting? A. The ship's commander 
and several officers from the garri¬ 
son wanted to see what I had got 
in the photos. As I was very curious 
too, I decided to develop the exposed 
film at once, aboard the ship. The 
processing was done under the su¬ 
pervision of several officers, includ¬ 
ing Com. Carlos A. Bacellar. But 
only the negatives were seen aboard. 
The reason: there was no photo¬ 
graphic paper for the copies on the 
ship at that time. The negatives, 
however, were seen and examined 
by the whole crew 

*‘Q. Did you keep the negatives in 
your hands? A. Yes . 


“Q. Were you under any pressure 
to give up those negatives to the 
Navy’s authorities? A. No. Com. Sal- 
danha da Gama (the ship's C.O.) 
and the other Navy officers aboard 
were very kind. They never tried to 
get the negatives from me. 

“Q, What happened when the ship 
came back to Rio? A. The ship stop¬ 
ped first at Vitoria, in the State of 
Espirito Santo, As it was going to 
stay there for two days and later 
travel to Rio, we were permitted— 
the civilians from the submarine 
hunting group only—to leave the 
ship there and to take a bus for the 
rest of the trip. Later, two days aft¬ 
er the arrival of the ‘Almirante Sal- 
danha' at Rio, Com. Bacellar (ex¬ 
commander of the Navy Post at 
Trindade) appeared at my residence. 
He wanted to see the enlargements 
made from the negatives, and asked 
permission to take them to the 
Navy's authoritives. Two days later 
they were returned with congratula¬ 
tions. I was also requested to appear 
at the Navy Ministry as soon as pos¬ 
sible. They wanted to ask me certain 
questions, and to see the negatives 
again. 

“Q. And what happened there? A. 
I was interviewed by several high- 
staff officers, who asked me all kinds 
of questions. I went there twice. At 
the first meeting, they requested 
the negatives for examination. They 
were sent to a civilian orgaiiization. 
the ‘Cruzeiro do Sul Aerophotogram- 
metric Service,’ remaining there for 
four days. I was told by the Navy of¬ 
ficers that the analyses proved they 
were genuine—excluding definitely 
the possibility of a trick or falsifica¬ 
tion. On the second visit, they per¬ 
formed several ‘Time-tests'. While I 
worked with my Rolleiflex, taking 
shots at the same time-intervals I 
had used to photograph the object, 
three Navy officers with chronome- 
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ters registered the times. They came 
to the conclusion—based on these 
tests as well as on studies concern¬ 
ing the ship's position and examina¬ 
tions of charts of the Island—that 
the object was flying at a speed be- 
tv/een 900 and 1000 Km./hour (600 
m.p.h.). The object's size was also 
estimated, on the basis of studies 
related ^ith the Island’s details also 
appearing on the photos, diagrams 
drawn on charts, graphs, etc. The 
object was about 120 feet in diam¬ 
eter, and about 24 feet high. 

“Q. Do you know anything about 
the official report on the case? A. I 
saw a ‘dosser’ which was consulted 
many times during the interroga¬ 
tion. However, I didn’t read what 
was written there. I was also in¬ 
formed that my photos, mixed with 
other pictures, had been shown to 
witnesses of the sighting—to be 
identified. The result was positive. 

“Q. Do you know anything about 
any photos by other people aboard 
the ship? A. No. Besides myself, 
there were at least four other per¬ 
sons with cameras at the time of 
the sighting. But apparently they 
were not able to spot the object in 
time, or were paralyzed by their own 
emotions. 

“Q. Were you warned against 
something by the Navy's authorities? 
Was there some recommendation? 
A. Yes. They requested me to keep 
the matter secret for some time. 
I was permitted to publish the case 
only after authorization from the 
Navy. The permission was granted, 
verbally, on the night of February 
15, by Com. Bacellar. They made 
only one restriction, which I cannot 
mention for the reason that I have 
given my word . . . 

“Q. Do you know if your sighting 
was the first over the Island of 
Trindade? A. I was informed of four 
other sightings over the island dur¬ 


ing those thirty days preceding the 
incident of January 16. I was also 
informed of another thing: At one 
of those sightings, the ‘object’ was 
photographed by a Navy sergeant. 
His photo obviously was not released 
and probably never will be—the rea¬ 
sons are evident. Besides those four 
sightings, there was also the radar 
case. A ‘target’ flying at supersonic 
speed was tracked through the radar 
of the ‘Almirante Saldanha’, on Jan¬ 
uary 15. 

“Q. Did you receive any money 
from the Navy for your work at the 
Island of Trindade? A. No. I was 
there as a guest. 

“Q. Did you receive any money 
from the Navy for your photograph¬ 
ic work, or for the enlargements you 
made for them? A. No. I only re¬ 
ceived the photographic paper to be 
used for enlargements. 

“Q. How many enlargements have 
you given them? A. Thirty-eight. 

“Q. One last question: What kind 
of impression did you get from ob¬ 
serving the ‘flying saucer’? A. I am 
absolutely sure it was a controlled 
object—either directly or by remote 
control—but very well operated, in 
any case. The general impression of 
people aboard the -ship was the 
same: it had come to make a close 
observation of the ship.” Unquote. 

The interview transcribed above 
was rechecked and confirmed by the 
witness. However, Mr. Barauna also 
talked to the press reporting addi¬ 
tional details not mentioned previ¬ 
ously. The more interesting were the 
following ones: 

(1). “I cannot estimate the number 
of persons on the ship’s deck at the 
moment of the sighting. However, 
during the official investigation or¬ 
dered by Com. Saldanha da Gama, 
about one hundred members from 
the ship’s crew confirmed that they 
had sighted the UAO. 
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“The radar was not in operation 
at the time. The object was already 
gone when it was put to work 

“I shot the six pictures in about 
14 seconds.’* (Rio de Janeiro UL¬ 
TIMA HORA, February 21, 1958) 

(2) “I was worried for a few days 
after an officer told me that I was 
under military regulations, as any 
civilian aboard a Navy ship, so that 
the film was going to be confiscated 
according to orders from the Navy 
Headquarters, at Rio. But nothing 
happened. Now I am convinced that 
he was joking.” (Rio de Janeiro 
ULTIMA HORA, February 22, 1958). 

BARAUNA’S INTERROGATION 
AT THE NAVY MINISTRY 

On February 24. 1958, the newspa¬ 
per “O GLOBO” printed an exclusive 
Interview with Almiro Barauna 
about hrs interrogation at the Navy 
Ministry. As that part of his story 
had not been reported yet in full 
detail, it is interesting to know what 
he said in that interview, which is 
transcribed below: 

“I went to the Navy Ministry for 
a four-hour interrogation about the 
photographs. The negatives were pro¬ 
jected on a large sized screen. After 
a careful examination by all officers 
from the Navy General Staff gather¬ 
ed at the place, the Chief of the In¬ 
telligence Service (who was the offi¬ 
cer of highest rank there) told me 
the following: *1 am going to ask ques¬ 
tions. Do not be offended, for I do 
not doubt the authenticity of your 
pictures. But we need your answers 
for some questions. Now, if you were 
going to fake a photo, how should it 
be done in order to escape detec¬ 
tion?’ 

“ ‘Commander, as an expert in pho¬ 
tography, I am well aware that no 
photo of such a kind could resist an 
accurate examination,* was my an¬ 
swer. 

“‘In your opinion, said the Com¬ 


mander, ‘what lahould be done to dis¬ 
tinguish a faked photograph from a 
good one?’ 

“ ‘A laboratory examination of the 
negatives should be made on the fol¬ 
lowing points: granulation, emul¬ 
sion, and large-scale projection. 
The definite proof, however, good 
enough to detect any tricks, would 
be a microscopic examination,’ I 
said to them. ‘It would demonstrate 
the increase in granulation connect¬ 
ed with the double-exposure needed 
for the trick,’ I concluded. 


“After a few more questions, the 
intelligence officer said: ‘We want 
your negatives for those examina¬ 
tions. Do you agree? I agreed, of 
course, and he got the film. These 
things happened three days after 
the arrival of the ‘Almirante Sal- 
danha,’ at'the Navy’s Intelligence 
Headquarters. A few days later, the 
negatives were returned in an of¬ 
ficial envelope with a card inform¬ 
ing me about the results of the an¬ 
alyses. 

“Some days later I was called 
again. This time they also asked for 
my Rolleiflex. They wanted to make 
tests in order to estimate, if pos¬ 
sible, the speed of the flying saucer 
at the moment of the sighting. The 
tests were performed. They showed 
that I had taken my six pictures in 
14 seconds, and that the saucer was 
flying at 900 to 1000 Km./hour. One 
of my photographs, taken when the 
saucer was hovering over the ‘Dese- 
jado’ Peak, stopped in space, did not 
show (as they said) the turbulence 
in the surrounding air observed in 
the others with the object moving. 
There was a kind of vapor or con¬ 
densation in front of the flying ob¬ 
ject when it was moving—similar to 
that produced by the engines of a 
jet plane. 

“At the end of the meeting, the 
Inteiligence chief officer said he was 
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convinced that my photos were au¬ 
thentic. Then he showed me another 
photo which had been taken by a 
Navy telegraphist-sergeant—also at 
Trindade. A box camera had been 
used. I was surprised. That photo 
showed the same object seen in my 
pictures. It was evidently the final 
proof. They told me, it had been 
taken some time before my arrival 
at the Island.” Unquote. 

ADDITIONAL REPORTS ABOUT 

THE INCIDENT 

When the curtain of security 
around the sighting was broken, the 
Navy General Staff released special 
instructions forbidding the ship’s 
crew and Navy officers to have any 
contact with the press on the mat¬ 
ter. The Navy authorities refused at 
first to make any comment on the 
incident. All military chiefs inter¬ 
viewed by the press denied any 
knowledge of the matter, or said 
that only Minister Alves Camera was 
entitled to say anything. Some Navy 
departments even tried to show a 
complete lack of interest, explaining 
that the pictures had been taken 
by a civilian eventually aboard a 
warship. On the other hand, the NE 
‘Almirante Saldanha’ remained off 
Rio de Janeiro’s harbor and finally 
received orders to leave Guanabara 
Bay "to make another trip related 
with IGY studies.” This occurred on 
February 21, at a time when newspa¬ 
permen were making desperate at¬ 
tempts to reach the crew kept 
aboard the ship. At the last moment 
before the ship’s departure, it was 
divulged that reporters were free at 
least to contact the crew and get 
their reports on the flying saucer. 
However, the permission was denied 
by a counter order, for the Navy 
General Staff was against it. New 
instructions were issued to sailors 
and officers aboard the ship empha¬ 
sizing that no contacts with the 


press were permitted. That same day 
(Feb. 21), a Navy spokesman called 
the press to say that the Navy had 
no responsibility regarding the in¬ 
cident, and that no official state¬ 
ment was to be released about it. 
But he agreed that the following in¬ 
formation—with no official support 
—might be published: 

“On the morning of January 16, 
1958, over the Island of Trindade, 
the crew of the school ship ‘Almir¬ 
ante Saldanha’ sighted an unidenti¬ 
fied aerial object for a few seconds. 
A civilian who was aboard the ship 
took some pictures of the object. The 
Navy has no connection with the 
case, and its only connection with 
the occurrence was the fact that the 
photographer was aboard the school 
ship, and came back with the ship 

to Rio.” Unquote (ULTIMA HORA, 
Feb. 21). 

Another spokesman, from the 
Navy High Staff Command, released 
the following statement to the news¬ 
paper O GLOBO, the same day: 

“The news about a flying saucer 
sighted over the Island of Trindade 
were received here with utmost re¬ 
serve. There will be an investigation 
to verify the authenticity of the 
sighting and photos. No officer or 
sailor from the NE ‘Almirante Sal¬ 
danha’ witnessed the event.” 

It was evident that the Navy au¬ 
thorities didn’t realize the Incident 
was too big to be concealed. Their 
desperate attempt to give the im¬ 
pression that the Navy had nothing 
to do with the incident was a foolish 
move. To deny any connection with 
the incident was a childish thing. 
The “unofficial statement” should 
not have been released. The press 
and the public already knew enough 
to see where the truth lay. On the 
other hand, the strict orders which 
forbade military people to give out 
any information on the matter did 
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not apply to civilian observers 
aboard the ship. They talked to the 
press. Captain J. T. Viejas, from the 
AF (ret.), was the first to confirm 
Barauna's report in a press inter¬ 
view on February 22. His report is 
transcribed below: 

“I was on the deck. My friend 
Amilar Vieira Filho suddenly called 
my attention to what he thought to 
be a ‘big seagull.* I looked toward it 
and was unable to control my ex-, 
citement, shouting: 'Flying saucer!’ 
Mr. Barauna was 20 yards away with 
his Rolleiflex, watching the maneu¬ 
vers. He heard my shouts and came 
running—in time to take four pic¬ 
tures of the object. Other people 
were also alerted by my alarm: a 
sergeant, sailors, the ship’s dentist 
(Lieutenant-Captain Homero Ribe- 
iro), and other persons. They all 
sighted the object. Tlje photograph¬ 
er Farias de Azevedo, who was more 
distant, didn’t come in time to get 
photos. 

“The first view was that of a disk 
shining with a phosphorescent glow,. 
which—even at daylight—appeared 
to be brighter than the moon. The 
object was about the apparent size 
(angular diameter) of the full moon. 
As it followed its path across the 
sky," changing to a tilted position, 
its real shape was clearly outlined 
against the sky: that of a flattened 
sphere encircled, at the equator, by 
a large ring or platform. Its speed 
was around 700 miles an hour at the 
moment it disappeared into the hor¬ 
izon. 

“The object was sighted at 12:20 
p.m., when the ship was preparing 
to leave the area. It caused a tre¬ 
mendous confusion aboard. Mr. Ba¬ 
rauna found it very difficult to op¬ 
erate his camera, being pushed and 
pulled by excited observers around 
him. In fact, he was almost thrown 
into the sea. He got so nervous after 


the sighting that he needed more 
than an hour to calm down -and be 
able to develop the film. However, 
in his excitement he forgot to re¬ 
wind the film before opening the 
camera, and it would have been 
ruined if he had not been warned 
by an officer at the last moment. 

“The negatives were immediately 
developed by Barauna in the pres¬ 
ence of Com. Bacellar. The whole 
crew was gathered outside, waiting 
with great anxiety for the results. 
The negatives were seen by every¬ 
body on the ship. 

“When the ship arrived at Rio, 
the negatives were taken to the 
Navy Ministry and projected on a 
screen, together with a picture of a 
flying saucer sent from the U.S., 
in a military report informing the 
Navy about sightings made in that 
country. A comparative study dem¬ 
onstrated that the object sighted at 
Trindade was similar in shape to the 
one photographed in the U.S. 

“Flying saucers have been sighted 
several times in the past months by 
members of the Navy Post at the Is- 
lanciof Trindade. Some of those peo¬ 
ple observed UFOs on more than one 
occasion last year, and were even 
able to guess with accuracy the 
time a saucer would be sighted again 
over the island (the exact hour). 
But it was believed that they were 
mistaken. There are a lot of sea¬ 
gulls in that region. In any case, 
Com. Bacellar was so worried about 
the presence of the UFOs around 
weather balloons launched from the 
island that, in November 1957, he’ 
sent a radio message to the Navy 
reporting the strange events.” Un¬ 
quote (Rio de Janiero DIARIO DA 
NOITE, O JORNAL, etc., February 
22, 1958). 

Captain Viegas’ interview was a 
tremendous blow for the group who 
still tried to keep the secrecy about 
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the incident. The press reaction to 
the Navy’s attitude was going to be 
dangerous unless the policy to deny 
any connection with the case was 
changed at once. It was obvious that 
to forestall any more trouble the 
Navy had to talk freely about the 
facts and not to try to hide them. As 
a result, statements of several Navy 
authorities were released that same 
day—all of them confirming the 
sightings and the existence of the 
photographs. Some of these state¬ 
ments will be transcribed in another 
part of this report, but one of them 
will be pres^ted now—for it came 
from an officer who was aboard the 
NE ‘Almirante Saldanha’ when the 
UAO was sighted. 

This officer was Com. Paulo Moreira 
da Silva, of the Navy’s Hydrography 
and Navigation Service. He was in¬ 
terviewed on February 22 by report¬ 
ers from the newspapers “O JOR- 
NAL” and “DIARIO NO NOITE,” re¬ 
leasing the following statement: 

“The object sighted in the skies of 
Trindade was not a weather balloon, 
neither an American guided missile. 

I cannot give yet my conclusions, for 
the data are being analyzed in a 
secret evaluation at the Navy Min¬ 
istry. I can tell, however, that the 
object was not a meteorological bal¬ 
loon—for the one which he had 
launched that day was released at 
9:00 a.m., two hours before the ap¬ 
pearance of the object in the sky. 
This balloon was tracked until'it 
burst at the proper altitude. Besides, 
while the object was encircled by a 
greenish glow, our balloon was of 
red color. Also it was not a guided 
missile from the U.S., because the 
Island of Trindade is off the route 
oi those rockets; they are launched 
from Florida in the direction of As¬ 
cension Island.” Unquotes 

The reports from other civilian 
observers aboard the NE ‘Almirante 


Saldanha’ were also printed in the 
press. One of them came from Mr 
Mauro Andrade, employee of the 
London Bank of South America, and 
member of Baruana’s group. In an 
interview published in the newspa¬ 
per “O GLOBO” (Feb. 22, 1958), he 
said: 

“I didn’t witness the sighting be¬ 
cause I was inside the ship, not on 
the deck, when the object was seen. 
But I can give a list of responsible 
people who saw it and saw the pho¬ 
tographer Barauna take the pictures 
as well as develop the negatives. 

“I don’t know how I was tracked 
by the press. I was startled by the 
publication of news and ^photos re¬ 
lated with the incident because we 
had promised—all of us—to keep 
the whole thing secret. 

“I was somewhere inside the ship, 
was alerted by the shouts, and ran 
outside to see what was happening. 
Yet I didn’t see the object. But all 
people I found on deck told me that 
they had really sighted a flying 
saucer. I believed them, and my be¬ 
lief was confirmed by the film de¬ 
veloped aboard. In fact, I saw a 
thing on the negatives which looked 
like a flying saucer, although I can¬ 
not be sure if it was really one of 
them. The film was developed before 
the eyes of witnesses, and was shown 
later to every one aboard.” Unquote. 

The other report came from Mr. 
Amilar Vieria Filho, president of 
the Icarai Club for Submarine Hunt¬ 
ing, and a member of the CACEX 
Research Division (a Federal De¬ 
partment). He avoided any contact 
with the press for several days, but 
was finally interviewed by a report¬ 
er from the newspaper “O GLOBO” 
on February 27. He explained that 
his attitude was based on two rea¬ 
sons: first, the compromise assumed 
by the whole delegation of his Club 
to tell nothing about the strange 
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sighting of January 16, at Trindade; 
and second, his natural aversion to 
any kind of publicity. However, aft¬ 
er the Navy official release on the 
matter, and after the interview giv¬ 
en by other members of his group, 
he felt that the silence he had im¬ 
posed on himself was not justified 
anymore. He made the following 
statement: 

“First, I want to make it very 
clear that I don’t know if what I 
' saw was really the so-called ‘flying 
saucer.’ What I saw, in fact, was an 
object of grey color and oval in 
shape when first sighted, which 
passed over the island and then 
—emitting a fluorescent light it did¬ 
n’t possess before—went away to¬ 
ward the horizon and was gone, van¬ 
ishing just on the horizon line. Ev¬ 
erything happened in just a few 
seconds, in no more than 20 sec¬ 
onds, and for this reason I cannot 
give you more details about the curi¬ 
ous craft. It looked like an object 
with polished surface and uniform 
color. I am sure it was not a balloon, 
an airplane, or a sea-gull.” 

He was not going to tell anything 
more, but the reporter decided to 
ask a last question: 

“Flying saucer or not, can you tell 
me if the strange object you sighted 
was the same registered on Barau- 
na’s photos?” After a brief hesi¬ 
tation came the answer: 

“As I said before, the thing was 
too rapid. It was almost impossible 
for the human vision to fix any de¬ 
tail of the object. Mr. Barauna, how¬ 
ever, was operating with a camera 
of modern type which was able to 
register those details. Generally 
speaking, the shape of the object 
sighted was the same seen on the 
negatives developed aboard the NE 
‘Almirante Saldanha.’ ” 

The reports of Captain Viegas, 
Mauro Andrade, and Amilar Vieira 


Filho represent additional evidence 
confirming the story told by Almiro 
Barauna. They were rechecked with 
the witnesses and confirmed. They 
were not denied by the Brazilian 
Navy. However, two things are still 
lacking to meet the challenge of the 
UAO agnostics—the non-believers. 
One of them is an official release 
from the Navy confirming the whole 
thing. The other is a written state¬ 
ment signed by Com. Bacellar, form¬ 
er chief of the Navy Post at Trin¬ 
dade. 

These important documents will 
be presented in the conclusion of 
this report, together with other ad¬ 
ditional facts connected with the 
case. 

The Official Attitude of the Bra¬ 
zilian Navy. Official Documents 
and Additional Evidence About the 
UAO Photos Taken from the NE 

“Almirante Saldanha” 

At the beginning of this report, 
it was said that the UAO photo¬ 
graphs taken at the Island of Trin¬ 
dade were proven to be genuine, ac¬ 
cording to official statements. The 
first official document supporting 
that statement has already been 
presented to the reader; it was the 
Navy secret memorandum to the 
House of Representatives with the 
answers to the questions asked by 
Rep. S. Magalhaes. Two other offi-' 

cial documents shall be presented

now. 

The Navy Official Release and 
Other Official Statements 

On February 22, 1958, under pres¬ 
sure of public opinion and the press, 
the Brazilian Navy Ministry was 
forced to issue an official release, 
admitting for the first time that a 
UAO had been photographed over 
the Island of Trindade, in the pres¬ 
ence of a number of members from 
the garrison-'of the NE “Almirante 
Saldanha.” The document from the 
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Navy Minister’s office was the fol¬ 
lowing ; 

“With respect to the news divulged 
through the press insinuating that 
the Navy Ministry has attempted to 
avoid the publication of facts con¬ 
nected with the appearance of a 
strange object over the Island of 
Trindade, this office declares that 
such information is without basis. 

“This Ministry sees no reason to 
forbid the publication of pictures 
of said object, taken by Mr. Almiro 
Barauna—who was at the Island 
of Trindade as a Navy guest—in the 
presence of a number of elements 
from the NE ‘Almirante Saldanha’ 
garrison, aboard that ship from 
which the photos were taken. 

“Evidently, this Ministry cannot 
make any statement about the ob¬ 
ject sighted over the Island of Trin¬ 
dade, for the photos do not consti¬ 
tute enough evidence for such a pur¬ 
pose.” Unquote (Rio de Janeiro COR- 
REIO DA MANHA ULTIMA HORA, 
February 23; O GLOBO, February 
24, etc. Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE 
SAG PAULO, February 23, 1958) 

That same day, a Navy spokesman 
told the press that the authenticity 
of the photos taken aboard the NE 
“Almirante Saldanha” was now con¬ 
firmed beyond any doubt, and that 
those who had rejected them as 
proof were entirely wrong. He also 
stated that the whole UFO problem 
was being investigated and, at the 
end, the Brazilian Navy would re¬ 
lease a decisive report about it. (Rio 
de Janeiro CORREIO DA MANHA, 
February 23, 1958) 

Admiral Gerson de Macedo Soares, 
the Navy General Secretary, told the 
newspaper O GLOBO that what he 
knew about the matter was already 
in the papers. He concluded his 
statement with the following words: 
“I do not see any reason to doubt 
the reports of reliable witnesses. 


Personally, I believe in the reality of 
the flying saucers, even if they come 
from another planet.” 

Admiral Alves Camera, the Navy 
Minister, told the U.P. on February 
24, “that he didn’t believe in flying 
saucers before, but after Barauna’s 
photographic evidence he was con¬ 
vinced.” The statement was made 
when the Navy Minister was leaving 
the Rio Negro Palace, at Petropolis, 
after his weekly meeting with the 
President. Minister Alves Camara, 
talking with newspapermen, also 
said that “the Brazilian Navy has 
a big secret which cannot be re¬ 
leased, because it cannot be explain¬ 
ed.’' He confirmed once more the 
authenticity of the pictures taken 
from the NE “Almirante Saldanha.” 
(Credit: As a press dispatch, of Feb. 
24, published in several newspapers) 

Com. Paulo Moreira da Silva, in a 
new press interview, confirmed his 
previous statement that “the mys¬ 
terious object seen at Trindade, on 
January 16, was not a meteorological 
balloon.” He also rejected bluntly 
the possibility of a hoax with the 
following statement: 

“I do not wish to discuss the per¬ 
sonality of the photographer who 
shot the pictures of the unknown 
object sighted by many people of 
recognized responsibility. I can state, 
however, that the photos are authen¬ 
tic, and that the film was developed 
oq the same occasion, aboard the 
NE ‘Almirante Saldanha’—and also 
that the image of the object on the 
negatives was verified, at the same 
opportunity, by several officers, 
not eight days later as it has been 
said—thus entirely discarding any 
possibility of photographic trick. 

“I do not wish to advance my 
opinion stating categorically that I 
saw a flying saucer. Yet, I can say 
that the UFO seen at the Island of 
Trindade was not a weather balloon, 
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neither an American or Russian 
guided missile, nor a plane or a sea¬ 
gull . . . ” (Rio de Janeiro O JOR- 
NAL, February 26, 1958) 

Since the beginning of the “Fly¬ 
ing Saucer” mystery, the attitude of 
various governments has been and 
remains fundamentally the same- 
flying saucers do not exist. As any 
serious researcher on the subject will 
admit, there is a det)lorable tendency 
toward secrecy and ridicule. But 
good UAO reports cannot be writ¬ 
ten off. And sometimes we have 
something more than good circum¬ 
stantial evidence. In the Trindade 
case, for instance, we have an offi¬ 
cial release and official statements 
saying that an object was sighted, 
that it was a UAO, that it was pho¬ 
tographed in the presence of wit¬ 
nesses, that the photos are genuine 
- and that the object in the photo 
was not a balloon, an American or 
Russian guided missile, an airplane, 
or a sea-gull . . . What was it? 

Com. Bacellar’s Press Release 

Captain-of-Corvette Carlos Alber¬ 
to Bacellar, the C.O. of the Navy 
Oceanographic Post at the Island of 
Trindade from October, 1957, to Jan¬ 
uary, 1958, was the man who re¬ 
built the Navy Base, and also a wit¬ 
ness to several of the UAO sightings 
l eported in this review. On January 
16, 1958, he was aboard the NE “Al- 
mirante Saldanha” to make his re¬ 
turn trip to Rio. He was contacted 
by reporter Joao Martins. In a per¬ 
sonal report, emphasizing the fact 
that he was not entitled to speak in 
the name of the Navy, he made the 
following written declaration (with 
the approval of the Navy Ministry) 
about the UAO sightings at Trin¬ 
dade: 

“1—An unidentified aerial object 
was really seen by some people on 
the deck of the NE 'Almirante Sal- 
danha.* I was not a witness of the 


sightings because, at that moment, 
I was inside my cabin; however, I 
was called to the deck immediately 
after the event. 

“2—The fact caused some natural 
excitation and the subsequent rac¬ 
ing of people to the ship’s deck, at¬ 
tracted by the shouts of those who 
sighted the object. 

“3—The photographer Almiro Ba- 
rauna was on the deck with his cam¬ 
era and, after the happening, was 
under a deep nervous excitation. 1 
stayed at his side all the time, in 
order to watch him develop the film. 

“4—The film was developed in a 
photo-laboratory prepared aboard, 
when Barauna was able to get his 
nerves under control—about an hour 
after the incident, 

“5—The AF Captain Jose Teobal- 
do Viegas (retired) went with him 
into the darkroom, holding a flash¬ 
light during the film’s development, 
while I waited outside. 

“6—I saw the film immediately 
after it was developed, still wet, and 
—making a careful examination—I 
was able to determine: 

“(a) that the pictures preceding 
the sequence connected with the ob¬ 
ject’s passage corresponded wHh 
scenes taken aboard a few minrfes 
before the incident; 

“(b) that, in the pictures connect¬ 
ed with the sighting, was visible, in 
different positions, an image looking 
like the object seen later on the 
copies—with details which only the 
enlargements made afterward show¬ 
ed more clearly; 

“(c) and that the two photos lost 
by Barauna because he was too ner¬ 
vous, or because he was pushed by 
other excited people around him— 
showed the sea and part of the Is¬ 
land’s mountains; 

“(d) the ^'negatives referred to 
were seen by many people aboard. 

“7—Afterwards, in Rio, I called 
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Barauna (as we had prearranged) 
and brought him twice to the Navy 
Ministry. 

“8—I warned Barauna against any 
publicity about the fact before the 
proper permission would be granted, 
and also that he would be informed 
as soon as the proper authorities de¬ 
cided to authorize the publication of 
the photographs. 

“9—The negatives were given by 
Barauna to Navy authorities but 
were later returned again to him, 
through myself. On this occasion, 
however, I said he was free to use 
the pictures as he wished, under cer¬ 
tain restrictions, for they belonged 
to him. 


“10—At my request, and using pa¬ 
per I had supplied, Barauna prepar¬ 
ed six complete series of the four 
photos and sixteen enlargements of 
details of the object. 

“11—That was the fourth time 
that in the forty days preceding the 
incident the passage of an ‘uniden¬ 
tified aerial object* over the Island 
of Trindade had been verified.** Un¬ 
quote. 

The amazing document tran¬ 
scribed above was printed in the 
magazine O CRUZEIRO, of May 3, 
1958. It was the last official release 
on the UAO incidents at the Island 
of Trindade—and also the best. 
There is no doubt about the extra¬ 
ordinary significance of such a re¬ 
port, for the information included in 
it was the last piece of evidence we 
needed to prove that Barauna’s pho¬ 
tographs are genuine—and good 
enough to show that UAOs are real, 
i.e., some type of vehicle flying 
through our atmosphere. 


Incidentally, the analysis of the 
photographs outside the Navy also 
confirmed their authenticity. As said 
before, Barauna*s negatives were 
taken to the “Cruzeiro do Sul Aero- 
photogrammetric Service,” one oi the 


best equipped photo-laboratories in 
South America on the eve of Feb¬ 
ruary 22, 1958, Mr. Stefano (the 
laboratory's chief and top photog¬ 
raphy expert), together with a group 
of photo technicians, did a careful 
examination of the negatives. After 
several hours of rigorous tests, the 
commission came to the following 
conclusion: “It was established that 
no photographic tricks are Involved. 
The negatives are normal.** This 
written photo lab report was signed 
and sent to the Navy Ministry, where 
it was added to the UFO Secret Re¬ 
port which was later sent to the 
National Security Council. After dis¬ 
cussing the accurate laboratory tests 
made in the Navy Photo Reconnais¬ 
sance Laboratory and in the aero- 
photogrammetric lab, the top se¬ 
cret report emphasized that both ex¬ 
aminations had proven that the 
photos were authentic. On the basis 
of such an evidence, concluded the 
report, the sighting of an unidenti¬ 
fied aerial object in the skies of 
Trindade could be positively estab¬ 
lished. But the available data was 
not enough to make sure that the 
object was, in fact, a flying saucer- 
no they added other elements to 
make easy its Identification. 

The information above was print¬ 
ed in the press (Sao Paulo DIARIO 
DA NOITE, February 22). The data 
related with the photo lab report 
were rechecked and confirmed, but 
only these. 

This ended my investigation of 
Barauna's photographs.. It must be 
pointed out, however, that the data 
-included in the preceding para¬ 
graphs of this review do not repre¬ 
sent the complete story of the Trin¬ 
dade affair. Therefore, it is neces¬ 
sary to discuss the details not yet re¬ 
ported—at least those that might 
contribute to a better evaluation of 
the whole case. They will be listed in 
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the following pages. 

Trip of Major-General 
Thomas Darcy 

On February 22, 1958, some of 
Rio’s newspapers reported that cop¬ 
ies of Barauna’s photos had been 
sent to the U.S. to satisfy the re¬ 
quest of authorities at the Penta¬ 
gon. According to the information, 
the American embassy at Rio in¬ 
formed the Brazilian government 
about the interest they had to study 
the piotures and to compare them 
with other photos they possessed in 
the U.S. The Armed Forces General 
Staff, at Rio, had taken the neces¬ 
sary measures to deliver immediate¬ 
ly the copies requested 
By a curious “coincidence,” an un¬ 
expected visitor arrived at Rio a 
few days later. He came in a Pan 
American airliner on February 26. 
He was Major-General Thomas 
Darcy, the USAF representative in 
the Brazil-U.S.A. Joint Military 
Commission for Defense. In an in¬ 
terview with the press, at the Galeao 
International Airport, he said: 

“The reasons for my visit to Bra¬ 
zil are connected with several things 
One of them is related with the sup¬ 
ply of airplanes and equipment for 
Brazilian anti-submarine defense 
On this trip I am going to discuss 
with Brazilian military authorities 
several problems of interest to both 
countries. Also I will make a visit, 
of course, to Salvador AF Base , I 
am going to discuss some secret mat¬ 
ters, too.” 

The newspapermen then asked for 
his opinion about the Trindade 
sightings. His answer was the fol¬ 
lowing: 

“In the USAF we have a well-es¬ 
tablished viewpoint about flying 
saucers. We came to the conclusion 
that 85 per cent of these UFOs can 
be explained as natural phenome¬ 
na of atmospheric origin. Regard¬ 


ing the other 15 per cent—the mys¬ 
tery still remains, and we prefqr 
to withhold our opinions on the mat¬ 
ter ” (Rio de Janeiro O GLOBO, UL¬ 
TIMA HORA, O JORNAL, etc., Feb¬ 
ruary 27, 1958) 

Major-General Thomas Darcy, 
formef Commander of the 22nd Tac¬ 
tical Air Command, during World 
War II, has made several trips to 
Brazil in past years to discuss mil¬ 
itary problems with Brazilian au¬ 
thorities. His last trip, however, was 
a surprise. Even the military didn’t 
expect it. On the other hand, no one 
suspected that it might be connected 
with the Trindade case—despite the 
reference to Salvador AFB, the AF 
Base nearest that Island. 

The Facts Reported by Members of 
the NE “Almirante Saldanha” 
Garrison 

On February 24, 1958, the NE “Al¬ 
mirante Saldanha” arrived at San¬ 
tos, S.P. Members of the crew were 
permitted to visit the town and 
there, for the first time, were con¬ 
tacted by the press. Their declara¬ 
tions were printed in two Sao Paulo’s 
newspapers (FCI.MA DA TARDE and 
O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO, of Feb¬ 
ruary 25). All of them confirmed the 
passage of the UAO over the Island, 
watched by all members of the crew 
on the ship’s deck at the time. Sev¬ 
eral of them had been eye-witnesses 
of the event. A Navy sergeant who 
refused to tell his name to the re¬ 
porters, said that, “during the three 
days preceding the arrival of the 
ship, many inhabitants of the Island 
(including authorities) had spotted 
the passage of the ‘object’ several 
times. According to their reports, the 
UAO appeared between 10 and 11:30 
a.m. over the ‘Galo Crest,’ maneuv¬ 
ered in several directions, and dis¬ 
appeared into the horizon—to come 
back just a few seconds later. It then 
moved away at high speed and was

gone. These sightings were interest¬ 
ing, taut the real sensation had been 
the incident of January 16, because 
of the photographic evidence sup¬ 
porting it.” 

In the course of my personal in¬ 
vestigation, I asked some friends in 
the Navy to verify the sergeant’s 
story. They said the reports existed, 
taut had been rejected due to the ob¬ 
servers’ lack of qualification and 
brief duration of the phenomena. 
At my request, they also rechecked 
the radar report. They confirmed 
Baraima’s report. According to the 
radar technicians, the ship’s radar 
set had picked up a target flying at 
supersonic speed the day before Ba- 
rauna’s sighting, at about 12:05 p.m. 
The operator had tried to switch the 
set to automatic tracking, but failed, 
and the strange body was not iden¬ 
tified. However, as they were not 
alerted about flying saucers at that 
time, the radar technicians admitted 
the possibility of a defect in the set 
and rechecked it. They found that 
everything was normal. 

Another bit of interesting infor¬ 
mation was reported by reporter 
Paulo M. Campos, writing in the 
newspaper DIARIO CARIOCA, of 
February 23, 1958. He said; 

‘T am going to tell you something 
about the flying saucer sighted at the 
Island of Trindade; something not 
yet printed in the papers. I cannot 
vouch for it, but my source is the 
best possible. According to my in¬ 
formant, more than the sighting of 
the flying saucer itself, what really 
made a deep impression on the Navy 
was the report that instruments like 
radio transmitters, and apparatus 
with magnetic needles, ceased oper¬ 
ating while the flying object re¬ 
mained in the Island’s proximity. 
The Navy decided to consider this a 
top-secret fact.” 

Inside Navy circles, it was not pos¬ 


sible to obtain any information of 
the fact. All sources interviewed by 
the press refused to confirm or deny 
the information. At my request, my 
Navy friends also fechecked it. They 
confirmed the data but failed to get 
further details concerning the event. 

The UAO Sighted from the 
Tow Ship “Tridente” 

In an interview with the press. .Ad¬ 
miral Gerson Macedo Soares, t^e 
Navy General Secretary, confirmed 
the fact that a Navy officer hnC 
sighted a flying saucer near the coas 
of Espirito Santo (State). Com. Pen 
ro Moreira, the public relations ol 
ficer for the press, confirmed the 
information too. It is believed that 
this sighting was made from aboard 
the Navy tow ship “Tridente,” and 
the ship’s C.O. as well as several of¬ 
ficers and sailors were the witnesses. 
(Rio de Janeiro CORREIO DA MAN- 
HA, (February 25, 1958) 

I must confess that I was not im¬ 
pressed when I read this informa¬ 
tion in the papers. Those who saw 
the first part of this review know 
that, in the beginning of my inves¬ 
tigation of the '^irindade cases. I 
had received information about a 
sighting involving a Navy tow ship. 
Yet, according to my source, that 
ship was the “Triunfo” and the in¬ 
cident had occurred on January 2. 
1958, near the coast of Bahia. The 
press report was not correct I 
thought. 

However, just a few days later, I 
saw again the name “Tridente.” This 
time it appeared in an official doc¬ 
ument, the Congressional inquiry ap¬ 
proved by the House of Representa¬ 
tives (item 8) on February 27, which 
was already transcribed in the 
first part of this review. Now 1 was 
impressed. I rechecked my informa¬ 
tion but got the same answers. Yet 
something was wrong. I was inclined 
to believe that the discrepancy 
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might be due to a confusion of 
names, for the lack of a better ex¬ 
planation. It was then that I was 
startled by some amazing informa¬ 
tion. Someone told me that the C.O. 
of the “Tridente” had sighted the 
UAO, near the Espirito Santo coast, 
on the same day of the Barauna 
case—l.e., on January 16, 1958. The 
same source confirmed the other 
sighting too. 

The next thing was to try to get 
more data on the “Tridente” sight¬ 
ing. I enlisted the aid of several 
friends and we tried to get an ac¬ 
count of other UAO sightings on the 
Espirito Santo coast that day. One 
of them was lucky and got a re¬ 
port about a similar object in that 
area. The lighting had been wit¬ 
nessed by a physician. Dr. Ezio 
Azevedo Puhdao (Director, Surgery 
Service, Pedro Ernesto Hospital, Rio 
de Janeiro), his father, wife and two 
sisters. Dr. Fundao has a summer 
house on the Beach Coast (Villa 
Veiha), Espirito Santo, half an hour 
out from Vitoria (the State capital). 
'I'hat night, the doctor’s car was 
parked on a small road beside the 
house, and was hit and practically 
ues Cloyed by a truck. The whole 
iainuy was awakened by the crash 
aiiu went outside to see what had 
liappened. 

vviien everything was normal again, 
at 2 ;i 50 a.m., one of the doctor’s sis- 
u;rs caned the attention of the oth¬ 
ers to a bright object that hovered 
over the Rocky Islands, at a distance 
of about 2400 feet from the observ¬ 
ers and about 600 feet above the 
ground. It remained there, motion¬ 
less, for about 40 minutes. It fin¬ 
ally disappeared when it was cov¬ 
ered by tnick, low-flying clouds that 
moved across the sky. 

That object’s shape was exactly 
the same as the UAO to be photo¬ 
graphed over the Island of Trin- 


dade less than twelve hours later. 
Its spherical body appeared to be 
translucent, with a silvery light. 
The ring looked like aluminum 
shining in the sunlight. The UAO’s 
size was, according to the observers, 
like that of a “Convair” plane. A 
beam of light was emitted from its 
bottom proj ecting toward the sea be¬ 
low. This searchlight was steady 
and moved from one side to an¬ 
other. 

The object was too bright to be 
a lighted balloon. As the night was 
clear, its outlines were sharply de¬ 
fined against the sky. It was ob¬ 
viously a craft of some sort. It 
couldn’t be an airplane because air¬ 
planes don’t hover in one spot, and it 
was not atmospheric phenomena. 
The observers heard no noise and 
they were away from all city noises. 

By a coincidence or not, the bea¬ 
con at the Barra lighthouse, lo¬ 
cated at the same area, collapsed at 
the hour the UAO was sighted to 
reappear only fifty minutes later. 
By another coincidence, the Navy 
tow ship “Tridente” was within 
about two miles of the site that 
same night. From the ship’s deck, 
the C.O. had spotted the object at 
approximately the same time. 


We talked to Dr. Fundao about 
his sighting. He emphasized the fact 
that he didn’t know what the UAO 
was, but he was sure it was some¬ 
thing he had never seen before . . . 
He was also interviewed by reporter 
Joao Martins, and his report was 
published in the magazine O CRU¬ 
ZEIRO, of June 7, 1958 

★ ★ ★ 

The Last Sightings on the 
Island of Trindade 


After the happenings of January 
16, 1958, the Brazilian Navy decided 
to set up special photographic 
equipment at Trindade. This cam¬ 
era project included automatic cam- 
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eras with telephoto lenses which 
were to be kept ready to photograph 
any new UAO appearance, at any 
time. Technicians handiin g the 
equipment were to stay at their 
posts day and night—each man 
being substituted by another every 
four hours. 

I don't know if the system worked 
as planned. But I was informed that 
a UAO reappeared over the Island 
on March 7, 1958, in the daytime. 
One of the observers, a Navy doctor, 
tried to photograph it with his cam¬ 
era—but nothing appeared on the 
negatives. 

The UAO was sighted again on 
October 5, 1958, at 8 p.m. It wa^ 
described as a luminous object 
round-shaped and encircled by a 
bright, red glow, moving across the 
sky at high speed. It hovered over 
the Island for about 4 minutes, then 
it moved away toward the north¬ 
east at tremendous speed and was 
gone. The sentry who saw it was so 
scared that he forgot to alert the 
garrison while the object was still 
in sight. 

These sightings were not publish¬ 
ed in the Brazilian press. 

The UAO Sightings at the 
Isiand of lernando Noronha 

Fernando Noronha is another 
small rocky island in the South At¬ 
lantic Ocean between the Brazilian 
coast and the African continent. 
Unlike Trindade, it is placed along 
the route of the U.S: guided missiles 
fired from Cape Canaveral in the 
direction of Ascension Island. Be¬ 
cause of this strategic position, the 
island was selected two years ago 
as the place for a U.S. guided missile 
and satellite tracking station. Ac¬ 
cording to the military treaty be¬ 
tween the two countries, the instru¬ 
ments set up over the island to track 
high, fast-moving objects—the 
guided missiles and satellites—were 


to be operated by American crews 
and Brazilian technicians working 
together. As soon as the tracking 
station was built, it was put into 
operation together with the already 
existing tracking system net. 


Recently one of the Brazilian 
technicians working at the tracking 
station arrived at Rio to see his 
family. He stayed here for a week. 
He told us a startling story. He said 
that the first UAO sightings over 
Fernando Noronha occurred the 
same day the station had begun its 
operations. 

An ICBM had been fired from the 
Atlantic Mi.ssile Range in Florida, 
and as it roared up into the strat¬ 


osphere and fell back to earth, the 
crews of Fernando Noronha were 
ready to record its flight. Suddenly 
a target was picked up on the radar 
screens. It was the rocket and the 
station started to track it. But a few 
seconds later another “rocket” was 
spotted moving along the same tra¬ 
jectory. Something was wrong. They 
had been called to track one rocket 
but the radars had picked up two 
rockets. A radio message was imme¬ 
diately sent asking for an explana¬ 
tion. There was no explanation, was 
the answer, for only one missile had 
been fired. The radar operators said 
that the second target looked real, 
too, but it was “explained away” as 
a reflection caused by an inversion 
layer. 

The “ghost rockets” continued to 
be picked up, however, almost every 
time a guided missile was being 
tracked by the station. Soon it be¬ 
came clear that those fast-moving 
objects chasing the guided missiles 
were real too. They were sighted by 
every person at Fernando Noronha. 
Sometimes only one was spotted, 
sometimes they came in pairs, some¬ 
times a whole formation including 
three or four unknowns was sighted. 
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Some of them followed the rocket 
they were tracking during the whole 
tracking sequence. But others 
changed course and went in another 
direction. And a few even stopped 
for a time over the Island. Most of 
them were round-shaped and their 
performances showed clearly that 
they were UAOs—not guided mis¬ 
siles. 

Besides the UAO activity connect¬ 
ed with the guided missile tests, 
UAOs began to appear over the Is¬ 
land at almost regular intervals— 
“as if they were patrolling the area,” 
concluded our informant. He also 
said that all those sightings were 
classified, and that his name could 
not be used in connection with the 

information if it was published. 

* ^ ^ 

In the light of the information 
about the UAO activities in the area 
of Fernando Noronha, it is not dif¬ 
ficult to guess what they were doing 
over Trindade. Taking into account 
all of the evaluated data, it is evi¬ 
dent that these UAO’s are spy-ships. 
They are keeping every guided mis¬ 
sile test range, satellite launching 
base, and tracking station around 
this world under close watch all the 
time. When they detected signs of 
activity on Trindade they started an 
investigation to discover what we 
were doing there. For some time, 
they probably suspected the new 
base to be somehow connected with 
our rocket and satellite tests. As 
soon as the obvious peaceful char¬ 
acter of the meteorological studies 
performed there was established, 
the UAOs abandoned the survey— 
to concentrate on more important 
targets. Fernando Noronha is one of 
these targets. The UAOs are still be¬ 
ing sighted there. * 

These conclusions are based on 
the facts—all of the facts related 
with the remarkable sequence ot 


military UAO reports included in 
this review. You may accept or re¬ 
ject them. Yet, you cannot deny the 
fact that the evidence presented 
is more than enough to prove that 
UAOs are real objects. And if you 
are one of those who accuse UAO 
researchers of creating the mystery 
of the flying saucers, believing what 
they want to believe and rejecting 
all other possibilities, I have for you 
the unbiased opinion of Colonel Joao 
Adil de Oliveira, former head of the 
Brazilian Air Force investigation of 
these strange objects in the sky. If 
you cannot meet his challenge, then 
you shall have to revise your ideas 
on the subject. In an interview with 
the press, on February 28, 1958, he 
said the words that will.be used to 
close this review. They are: 

“It is impossible to deny any more 
the existence of flying saucers at 
the present time. Regarding * the 
Trindade photographs, I see no rea¬ 
son for disbelief, neither to admit 
that the photographer would dare to 
take the risk of a public expose of 
his fraud (if it was the case) nor to 
think that reporter Joao Martins— 
an expert on the matter and a re¬ 
sponsible newspai.erman—would ac¬ 
cept the photographic evidence for 
publication without a previous ex¬ 
amination to test its authenticity. 
And, to close the issue, the Navy 
High Command itself released an 
official note confirming the photos’ 
authenticity. 

“The flying saucer is not a ghost 
from another dimension or a mys¬ 
terious dragon. It is a fact confirm¬ 
ed by material evidence. There are 
thousands of documents, photos, and 
sighting reports demonstrating its 
existence. For instance, when I 
went to the AF High Command to 
discuss the flying saucers I called for 
ten witnesses—military (AF offi¬ 
cers) and civilians—to report their 
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evidence about the presence of fly¬ 
ing saucers in the skies of Rio 
Grande do Sul, and over Gravatai 
AFB; some of them had seen UFOs 
with the naked eye, other with high 
powered optical instruments. For 


more than two hours the phenome¬ 
non was present in the sky, impress¬ 
ing the selected audience: officers, 
engineers, technicians, etc. 

“How to doubt?" Unquote (Rio de 
Janeiro O GLOBO, Feb. 28, 1958).

servers, we believe this report offers 
indisputable proof that they also 
have the technological capability of 
hostile acts, and possibly the con¬ 
quering of the earth should they so 
deign. We believe, however, their 
moral capability for such acts is 
yet to be proven. 

Some of these reports lead us to 
a conclusion different from those 
advanced by both the “hostile sau¬ 
cers” and the “spacemen are here 
to help us” schools. Maybe the sau- 
cerians are here on some strange 


business we haven’t been able to 
figure out, and as far as humans go, 
just don’t give a damn about us. 
If we get in their way, too bad; if 
we stay out of their way, well and 
good. 

But whether or not they have any 
hostile design (more than 10 >ears 
of mass appearances have to the 
contrary tended to indicate that 
they have not), their capability of 
such behooves us, I believe, to keep 
our eyes continually on the heavens.
